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Dangerous times 


As we go to press, the trial of two leading figures in Combat 18/National Socialist 
Alliance is due to open at the Old Bailey. After more than four years’ campaign- 
ing to put them in the dock, Searchlight is obviously gratified. It is now up to a 
judge and jury to settle accounts with them. 

Almost every month Searchlight carries up to date reports from within these 
two nazi terror organisations. These reports show the clear danger that these 
groups’ small but violent membership presents to the public at large and certain 
sections of it in particular. 

Just as the police Special Branch was beginning to direct some resources 
towards dealing with nazi terrorists, a more immediate and dangerous form of 
terrorism has returned to the streets of Britain, with the ending of the IRA cease- 
fire. The resumption of the IRA’s bombing campaign will put pressure on 
Combat 18 and its Loyalist friends, who never wanted a ceasefire in the first 
place, to retaliate in similar vein. 

The latest issue of one of the most vicious publications of C18/NSA carries a 
message from the Loyalist terrorist Johnny “Mad Dog” Adair, from his prison 
cell in Northern Ireland, and C18 continues to run groups within the prisons 
there with the help of murderous Loyalist activists, such as Sean Leighton. Facts 
like these should convince the authorities that the danger from the Loyalists is as 
great as from the IRA murder squads, with both sides directing their venom 
against mainly civilian targets. Although the recent IRA bombs in London have 
put heavy pressure on police resources, they must not ignore the threat from the 
terrorists of the far right. 

This month’s Searchlight includes a long overdue major feature on nazis on the 
Internet. As we were laying it out, news was coming in of attempts to start to 
enact legislation in the USA to keep the worst of the nazi terror material, such as 
bomb manuals, off the Internet. Other governments are seeking to banish child 
pornography from the Internet first, closely followed by hate material, but 
effective legislation internationally is probably a long way off yet. 

As one specialist in this country told us: “Britain as usual is ten years behind 
what other states are attempting to do to keep the ideas promoting hate and 
terror away from people, especially youngsters”.

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McVeigh’s defence in the Oklahoma City bomb trial 
A tale of strange alliances 


he image has been difficult to 

erase: Timothy McVeigh, the 

accused Oklahoma City 
bomber, staring ahead, stone-faced 
and alone, like a poster boy for 
Natural Born Killers, as he was moved 
in a crowd of journalists and on-look- 
ers from one jail to another. But when 
a hearing began before Judge Matsch 
in} Oklahoma City last month, 
McVeigh was smiling and animated, 
more like a nice neighbour from next 
door rather than an ex-military man 
who trafficked in weapons and read 
and reread The Turner Diaries, 
William Pierce’s now classic nazi ter- 
ror novel. 


The hearing was to determine the future 
trial site for McVeigh and his co-defendant, 
Terry Nichols. The prosecution wanted the 
trial to remain in the state of Oklahoma, out 
of deference to the victims and their families 
who want to attend. The defence wanted to 
move the trial out of state. Judge Matsch 
decided that the trial should take place in 
Denver, Colorado, Matsch’s home town, 
where he presided over the 1987 trial of four 
Order members accused of violating the civil 
rights of the Denver radio talk show host, 
Alan Berg, by murdering him. Only two were 
convicted. 

Tim McVeigh’s now sunny disposition is 
not the only new development in the case. 
His court-appointed attorney, Stephen Jones, 
is attempting to blur the public focus on 
McVeigh and Nichols with his own cloudy 
picture of a supposed international conspiracy 
to plant the bomb. McVeigh would then be, at 
most, a bit player. 

First, Jones told the London Sunday Times 
that he was investigating a possible interna- 
tional conspiracy involving neo-nazis and

maybe Arab terrorists. Then the defence team 
pointed the Associated Press in the USA 
towards a German national, Andreas 
Strassmeir, living in Oklahoma. Strassmeir, a 
Berlin-born former military officer, had been 
living in the United States since 1991. He was 
“chief of security” and conducted paramili- 
tary training at Elohim City, a 400-acre 
Identity encampment in __ southeastern 
Oklahoma — over 300 kilometres from 
Oklahoma City. Apparently McVeigh called 
Elohim City looking for Strassmeir in the 
days before the bombing. 

After getting the media’s attention, Jones 
announced that he was asking Judge Matsch 
to subpoena Dennis Mahon in Oklahoma and 


David Irving, John Tyndall and Charlie 
Sargent in the UK. Mahon, Tyndall and 
Sargent are prominent antisemites and racists 
with significant international connections, 
while Irving is a leading historical revisionist 
writer, but Jones is clearly on a highly publi- 
cised fishing expedition. 

Searchlight has maintained from the very 
beginning that it would have been difficult for 
McVeigh and Nichols by themselves to plot 
the bombing, procure the materials, mix the 
tons of fuel oil and fertiliser, deliver the bomb 
and attempt a getaway. Further, since the 
nazis’ “leaderless resistance” cells have 
between four and six members, we expect 
between four and six individuals to be 
involved in the plot. The FBI’s failure to 
arrest any new suspects since the search for 
“John Doe 2” began immediately after the 
bomb last April has left the door open for 
Jones’s defence team to create their own ver- 
sion of events. “John Doe 2” is the man 
believed to have been seen with McVeigh 
while renting the truck allegedly used in the 
bombing. He has been described as having 
dark features and complexion. 

Irving told Newsweek that he was “shocked 
and embarrassed” to find his name on Jones’s 
list. However he said he had already been in 
contact with US officials over a connection 
with the Oklahoma bomb case. He had dis- 
covered last year that James Nichols, Terry 
Nichols’s older brother, had contributed to a 
fund that Irving refers to as his “worldwide 
fan club”, and had passed his address to a US 
embassy official in London. “I want to stay 
on the right side of this,” he said. 


Flights of fancy 


In many regards, Jones’s theories parallel 
those of the militia movement and the far 
right, which has assiduously cultivated its 
own sources close to the investigation. For 
example, as early as last October, the Liberty 
Lobby’s Spotlight tabloid has been claiming 
that a government “plant” was involved in the 
bombing. In its edition of 4 December, 
Spotlight contended that “an almost certain 
Middle East connection is emerging” to the 
bombing. The evidence: the infamous “John 
Doe 2”, a man with dark features and 
(maybe) olive complexion, is supposedly of 
Middle East descent; and “links between the 
Mossad and the Iraqi expatriate community” 
in Oklahoma City. In a curious leap of logic, 
the bombing then was to “sabotage Israeli- 
Arab peace negotiations”. 

Hoppy Heidelberg, a grand juror disgrun- 
tled with the US Attorney’s presentation of 
evidence to indict McVeigh, has given long 
interviews to right-wing publications and 
radio programmes charging that the govern- 
ment was trying to “cover up” the evidence of 
“John Doe 2” because “he is either a govern- 
ment agent or informant and they can’t afford 
to have that out”. 

(Searchlight readers will recall that there 
have been instances where law enforcement 
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informers or personnel were involved in high- 
profile crimes by racists: ATF agent Bernard 
Butkovich was secreted inside the Klan-nazi 
group which murdered five people in 
Greensboro, North Carolina in 1979, for 
example.) 

Heidelberg is now advertised as a major 
speaker at “Jubilation 96”, a gala event com- 
ing in April, sponsored by Jubilee, an Identity 
tabloid newspaper published by Paul Hall Jr, 
a close friend of Louis Beam. The architect of 
the leaderless resistance terror strategy, 
Beam, the Identity preacher Pete Peters and 
the Montana organiser Chris Temple are 
among the hard-core white supremacists who 
will also speak. Randy Weaver, the new 
movement icon whose wife and son were 
killed in a 1992 siege with law enforcement 
officials, is expected to draw the most 
attention. 

But other figures connected to Oklahoma 
City will also be there, including Glenn 
Wilburn and J D Cash. Wilburn is the step- 
father of Edye Smith, who lost two children 
in the bombing. Cash is an Oklahoman who 
has been writing about the bombing for 
Jubilee and Media Bypass, a right-wing 
monthly. Wilburn, like Heidelberg, has 
become another outspoken critic of the gov- 


ernment’s investigation. His step-daughter, 
Smith, recently filed a wrongful death civil 
suit against McVeigh and “persons 
unknown”. Smith’s civil suit will ironically 
dovetail nicely with defence attorney Stephen 
Jones’s own efforts to show an “international 
conspiracy”. Smith and her attorney could use 
the civil suit to investigate any of McVeigh’s 
co-conspirators independently of the official 
FBI investigation. 


Target Strassmeir 


Any further investigation will have to inquire 
into Strassmeir’s links to white supremacists 
on both side of the Atlantic. While he was 
living at Elohim City he apparently knew 
Dennis Mahon and other racists in the area. 
After Strassmeir left Elohim City, he stayed 
with Kirk Lyons in North Carolina. Lyons, 
who has travelled on the neo-nazi circuit in 
both Germany and the United Kingdom, has 
acted as an attorney for both Strassmeir and 
Robert Millar, the grandfather-in-charge at 
Elohim City. 

Elohim City’s relationship to the movement 
is almost as twisted as the paternity line for 
the dozens of children who live at the camp, 
most of whom call Millar (or one of his sons) 
father or grandfather. Strassmeir reportedly 


left Elohim City after a dispute with Millar 
and James Ellison, a long-time friend of 
Millar who recently moved to the encamp- 
ment. Ellison ran a similar encampment on 
the Missouri-Arkansas border until 1985, 
when he was arrested for racketeering and 
sent to prison. He subsequently testified on 
behalf of the government in the 1988 sedi- 
tious conspiracy trial of Louis Beam and nine 
others. The government case failed, in part, 
because Ellison was not a believable witness. 
The web gets even more tangled still: Kirk 
Lyons was Louis Beam’s attorney during that 
trial and remains very close to him. It is 
unlikely that Lyons would act on Strassmeir’s 
behalf if Beam strenuously objected. 

In the months leading up to the trial, the 
attempt to “humanise” McVeigh will contin- 
ue. (A recent article by Lawrence Myers in 
Media Bypass practically painted McVeigh as 
a boy scout volunteer for the Red Cross.) The 
movement will try to divert attention away 
from its connection to McVeigh and towards 
supposed government misconduct. The con- 
tinuing investigation and trial will soon 
become a microcosm of the Christian patri- 
ots’ war with the Clinton administration. Now 
it is a fight which extends beyond the North 
American borders. 


BNP press officer flees as party returns to open nazism 


he British National Party leader, John 
- Tyndall, has always had trouble keep- 

ing his troops in line, with the excep- 
tion of a small core group that has included in 
recent years David Bruce, Richard Edmonds 
and Michael Newland. Now even these stal- 
warts are starting to desert the party, with the 
resignation in February of Newland, the 
party’s press officer. 

Newland had been a real asset for the BNP. 
A fairly urbane character, who in middle age 
was still a student, he showed some, though 
not much, flair in dealing with the media. 

His problem was that the BNP is not the 
type of party he wanted to present to either 
the public or the media. Every time he turned 
up on a radio chat show or was interviewed 
for television, his description of the BNP as a 
party of law and order would be thrown back 
in his face, as journalists and interviewers 
trundled out the criminal records of the 
party’s leading officers and activists. 

Determined to get somewhere, he kept on 
trying. He also tried to drag the party into the 
technological age by setting up an e-mail 
address and an Internet web site, where the 
party could display the contents of the latest 
issues of its monthly paper, British 
Nationalist, and other party material. 

Although Newland was not the editor of 
British Nationalist, the recent improvement in 
its appearance and content was the result of 
Newland’s influence. He also managed to 
make a small inroad into academia. The 
February issue of British Nationalist reported 
that Newland had been invited to speak in a 
debate at University College, Cork, in 
January and contained a letter of thanks from 
a black American academic for Newland’s 
presentation on “Racism in Britain” to a class 
of students at Grinnell-in-London college. 

Newland’s problem was that he is not a 
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Fed up with Tyndall: Newland (right) 
with Edmonds, who at present 
remains loyal 


dyed-in-the-wool national socialist. He criti- 
cised Tyndall for clinging on to his nazi past 
and for his economic thinking, which remains 
stuck in prewar social credit ideology. 


Tyndall has in the past been careful not to 


surround himself with anyone too smart 
because his own inadequacies start to show. 
He made an exception with Newland, rapidly 
promoting him, and Newland soon emerged 
as a critic of the status quo within the party 
with some insight into politics, nasty as his 
ideas are. 

During the BNP’s internal row over the 
nazi terror group Combat 18, Newland urged 
Tyndall to proscribe the organisation on the 
grounds that it was hostile to the BNP. This 
made Newland the target of much abuse not 


only from the more activist members, 
but even from many BNP branch officers. 

When Tyndall went public with his attack 
on C18 and its political wing, the National 
Socialist Alliance, in his monthly magazine, 
Spearhead, it looked as though Newland had 
finally succeeded in getting the Fiihrer to 
start to distance himself from his nazi past. 
Then came the party’s annual rally last 
autumn, where Tyndall stood alongside the 
architect of the US nazi groups, William 
Pierce. While Pierce’s endorsement gave 
Tyndall an important ally in his battle with 
C18 for the hearts and minds of Britain’s 
nazis, for Newland it represented a blow to 
his plans for making the party modern and 
respectable. 

The final straw came when the press con- 
tacted Tyndall after the defence in the 
Oklahoma bomb trial named him as a poten- 
tial source of information to the investigation, 
because of his links to US nazis and white 
supremacists, such as the lawyer Kirk Lyons, 
a close political ally of Tyndall over many 
years. Tyndall failed to tell his press officer 
that he had spoken to the press and 
Newland’s first inkling of the Sunday Times 
story linking Lyons, Tyndall and the trial was 
when he read it in the paper. Hurt, slighted 
and disgusted by Tyndall’s senseless and self- 
ish behaviour, he resigned. 

Speculation is rife over who will get the 
press officer job. One person who has han- 
dled it in the past is the mad bomber Tony 
Lecomber. With Lecomber’s violent track 
record and two three-year prison terms, 
Tyndall is hardly likely to be stupid enough to 
appoint him, though one never knows. The 
other choice could be that ranting antisemite 
Richard Edmonds, but he appears to be 
spending more and more time with the veter- 
an racist Lady Jane Birdwood these days. 


Back to the gutter for the BNP 


ast month the British National Party 
leader, John Tyndall, reported to his 

members on a two day secret gathering 
of the party’s senior officers. The meeting, he 
claims, was held to look at the party’s 
prospects in the general election and establish 
whether the BNP is on course to contest the 
50 seats needed to give it a television party 
political broadcast that could reach millions 
of viewers, on top of the free delivery of can- 
didates’ election addresses in all the con- 
stituencies where a candidate is standing. 

Twenty-four people attended the meeting. 
Eddy Butler, who was once a victim of the 
violence of the nazi terrorists of Combat 18, 
played a major role in the proceedings as the 
party’s national elections officer. 

The party had previously told its members 
to take every opportunity to put themselves 
before the public in the run-up to the general 
election by contesting by-elections. So far

there has been no sign of the BNP doing this 
and it has been the tiny newly designed 
National Front, now known as the National 
Democrats, that has jumped into the breach, 
only to find that fewer than 1 per cent of the 
electorate were prepared to vote for it. 

It has been clear for some time that a large 
donation, reported to have come from the 
USA, has given the BNP the financial muscle 
to contest 50 seats. The problem has been that 
the party has few members who can string 
more than four words together coherently and 
are willing to stand up in public in an elec- 
tion. On top of this, very few members are 
willing to carry out legal street activities. It is 
now three years since the party’s last public 
march and that was a failure. 

Tyndall is now desperately 
seeking excuses to put his 
members back onto the streets 
under the “Rights for Whites” how can pars 
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banner, which served them so well in the East 
End of London from the mid eighties, culmi- 
nating with the election, albeit short-lived, of 
Derek Beackon to Tower Hamlets council. 

Recently, the BNP has targeted two local 
campaigns against the building of mosques in 
the London boroughs of Newham and 
Morden. Many key activists have been seen 
at local protest meetings in Morden, including 
Paul Ballard and Eddy Whicker. The party is 
now considering organising street activities 
around this issue. 

It is not that Tyndall is particularly keen to 
return to the politics of the gutter, but he is 
under pressure from outside and inside the 
party to do so. The effect of C18 and its polit-

ical wing, the National Socialist Alliance, on 
his membership figures has been alarming. 
The only way he can win back those activists 
who have defected is to give them the street 
activities they crave. 

The Old Bailey trial of Charlie Sargent, 
C18’s street leader, on charges relating to race 
hate material, was due to start last month. If 
he goes to prison and the speculation about 
his state connections grows, then as 
Searchlight said last month, some activists 
might be tempted to return to the BNP fold. 
On the other hand if a new leadership, not 
under the control or influence of the state 
security services, emerges in the NSA, as 
appears to be happening, then Tyndall could 
be left isolated. 

The other pressure on Tyndall comes from 
the up-and-coming Nick Griffin, now a 
power to be reckoned with within the pages 
of Spearhead and his own hard-hitting publi- 
cation, The Rune. 

In a article in the February issue of 
Spearhead, which is owned and edited by 
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Tyndall, Griffin discusses the problem of 
having a party that can win popular support 
but at the same time attract those young 
people who want to join a more activist 
organisation. 

The real meaning of Griffin’s message is 
summed up by the caption to a photograph, 
accompanying his article, of eight BNP 
officers and street activists going about 
their business. It reads: “The street activists. 
Woe betide the nationalist movement that 
imagines it can do without them”. One of the 
men pictured is Simon Biggs, the BNP 
activist who was sent to prison for slashing to 
the bone the face of a black passer-by during 
a BNP street activity. As Biggs is now often 
at home on weekend release from his prison 
cell — so much for the Home Secretary’s line 
that violent offenders would be kept locked 
up — perhaps Griffin is looking to his ilk to 
build the party’s activist wing. 

Griffin ends his article with the words: 
“History is made by unreasonable people”. In 
his political circles it certainly is. 


Growing rift

Beast’? Browning, street lead- 
ers of Combat 18 and the National 
Socialist Alliance, face an Old Bailey 
judge and jury, C18 is struggling to 
maintain control of Britain’s nazi 
music scene. 


Sargent and Browning are being tried on 
six charges of possession of and conspiracy to 
distribute a publication and CDs likely to 
incite racial hatred. Sources close to the 
police and the two nazis themselves think 
they will be sentenced to long prison terms. 
Sargent has been urging his supporters to 
gather at the Bailey in a show of strength that 
is unlikely to endear him to those who have 
his fate in their hands. 

Recent events have confirmed once again 
the criminality and danger of these nazi 
thugs. 

Fewer than 200 nazis took part in a gig at 
the Essex Skipper pub in Harlow at the begin- 
ning of February. It was organised by Blood 
and Honour, the nazi skinhead music set-up, 
and those attending came from all over 
Britain, with a few from Northern Ireland and 
France. 

As usual Searchlight moles penetrated the 
gig and also managed to set up a successful 
surveillance of the redirection point and the 
pub itself at very short notice. 

The pub landlord, Andrew May, appeared 
happy to host the event as he was wearing a 
T-shirt featuring the nazi band Skrewdriver 
and allowed nazi banners to be put up on the 
walls of the building. The boneheads repaid 
his support in their usual fashion by breaking 
into his flat above the pub later in the evening 
and robbing it. 

The Essex Skipper is a former haunt of the 
biker gang, the Outcasts. Nowadays it is 
Sargent’s regular watering-hole. However the 
gig was not really a farewell drink-up for 
Sargent and Browning but a welcome home 
for “Rob”, another of their criminal fraternity, 
who had just been released from prison. 

During the evening No Remorse (the ver- 
sion without Paul Burnley) played alongside 
Razor’s Edge, Chingford Attack and a new 
Welsh band whose lead singer comes from 
Oklahoma. During an interval a group of 
fully uniformed nazis from Coventry paraded 
through the hall with nazi banners. 

Before the night was out, 70 nazi bootboys, 
bored with the “music”, had moved into the 
streets and attacked a local Asian restaurant. 
The mob broke windows and a dozen of them 
stormed inside, attacking staff and smashing 
furniture. 

It was clear from the remarks being made 
at the gig by C18’s bosses that the band 
English Rose have joined Squadron outside 
the Blood and Honour _ organisation. 
Accusations that they were reds and thieves 
were being bandied around. 

The feud with Squadron appears to result 
from Squadron’s refusal to pay a £1,500 levy 
to Sargent after a successful gig, wanting 
instead to put the money towards a new van 
and instruments. It was intimated to them that 
their legs would be broken if they did not pay

up. They stood firm and have now been 
joined by English Rose in defying C18’s little 
Napoleon. Squadron have a reputation for 
violence and clearly are not going to be 
pushed around by a man who is likely soon to 
be out of circulation for some time. 

Burnley continues to defy C18 from his 
hideaway in Sweden and some of the more 
important groups are slowly realising that 
Sargent has been leading people by the nose 
into a political honey trap for the past four 
years. This is making C18’s long term future 
increasingly unviable. The _ influential 


Resistance Records and its magazine in the 
USA, which has supported Burnley, have on 
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their editorial board a wide range of top fas- 
cists, racists and nazis, ranging from David 
Duke to William Pierce, making it inevitable 
that Sargent and his crew will be all but 
excluded from North America as well as 
Scandinavia. 

Undaunted by these events, C18 is plan- 
ning another gig for the first weekend in 
March, in Wales. Sargent was hopeful of still 
being at liberty to attend it. 

If predictions of the incarceration of 
Sargent and Browning prove correct, there 
are strong indications that Mark Atkinson 
will take over the role of street commander of 
C18. A former Klansman, dauber of syna- 
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gogues and football hooligan, Atkinson has 
over the past three years become an increas- 
ingly dominant figure in west London, an 
area that has more than its fair share of hard- 
line nazis, such as Warren Glass and his 
brother, and a motley crew of Chelsea 
Headhunters, BNP activists and some of 
Steven Sargent’s close friends including Alan 
Peter Butler, a semi-professional boxer. 

The Stormer, published by west London 
C18, is probably the nastiest of all the materi- 
al published by C18 and the NSA, wallowing 
in stories of beatings and other violence as 
well as printing hit lists of targets to bomb 
and shoot. The latest issue, number 5, 
includes names and addresses of a host of 
new targets, including the home address of 
the Director of Public Prosecutions, Barbara 
Mills. 

Incitement to bomb is a trade mark of this 
hate sheet. It includes two sets of instructions 
for lethal weapons, one a bomb that will turn 
a car into a ball of flame and the other a form 
of tear gas that they claim will burn holes in 
people’s lungs. 

Although The Stormer once again shelters 
behind the address of a C18 supporter in 
Bruges, Belgium, it continues to advertise a 
British contact address from which readers 
can obtain copies of The Order, the journal of 
the NSA. 

The content of The Stormer amounts to a 
huge act of defiance against C18’s victims, its 
potential victims and the criminal justice sys- 
tem. It cannot be beyond the wit of the 
authorities to stop these thugs before they kill 
or main somebody in reprisal for the trial of 
Browning and Sargent, because that is the 
clear direction in which events are moving. 

If the authorities need a helping hand, may 
we suggest that they ask the Belgian police to 
detain Yannick Pollet at Leopold 1 Laan 
137/4, Bruges 1, Belgium, the man behind 
C18’s Belgian box number. And while they 
are on the premises, they might look for a few 
guns and a lot of drugs. 
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Police figures show race attacks growing 


Racial attacks increased by 25 per cent 
between 1993 and 1994, according to 
police figures. In 1994, 11,000 incidents 
were recorded, although this is only a 
small part of the 140,000 attacks that are 
estimated actually to have taken place. 


The figures show that almost half (5,240) 
the attacks took place in London — an increase 
of 77 per cent over the figure of 2,900 for 
1990. Other areas showing a large increase 
over the past five years were: Nottinghamshire 
(up 878 per cent to 264), South Wales (up 325 
per cent to 400), Derbyshire (up 1,005 per cent 
to 221), Hampshire (up 324 per cent to 212), 
West Mercia (up 1,566 per cent to 100), and 
Greater Manchester (up 1,545 per cent to 658 
since 1989). 

The figures should be interpreted with 
caution, since the number of recorded 
incidents is low. The figures may also reflect 
different practices in different police force 
areas. Differences remain in_ spite of 
guidelines set by the Association of Chief 
Police Officers, which state that if someone 
believes an incident is motivated by racial 
hatred it should be recorded separately. 

Harry Fletcher, assistant general secretary 
of the National Association of Probation 
Officers, was scathing in his criticism: “The 
number of reported racial incidents now 
exceeds 10,000, which is a fraction of the 
actual number of assaults. This is a national 
disgrace. The range of reported increases 
suggests that recording methods may be 
wholly inconsistent.” 

The start of 1996 has seen no let-up in 
racist attacks around the country.

Plane , Fun by! Bob Geldof, includes

A Bangladeshi man was beaten up by six 
youths in Swansea city centre. The cowardly 
gang got out of a Vauxhall Cavalier and 
shouted racist abuse before the attack. The 
assault took place in Dillwyn Street on 16 
January. 

Superintendent Leighton Jenkins, head of 
Swansea Police, said: “This sort of behaviour 
is totally unacceptable and it will not be 
tolerated in Swansea. A lot of people saw 
what happened and they must come forward 
to help us identify these people.” 

In Cimla, Neath, an Asian shop was 
daubed with racist graffiti. Shop owner 
Mohammed Shafik said he had suffered other 
racist incidents since he took over the shop. 

“There have been other problems but the 
majority of people who come into the shop 
are fine, it’s just a minority who make things 
a little difficult,” he explained. 

The shop is close to where shopkeeper 
Mohan Singh Kullar was murdered a year 
ago. Members of a racist gang were jailed for 
that attack. 

Last year, 132 incidents of racist abuse 
were recorded in West Glamorgan, compared 
to 156 the year before. Police believe that 
public outrage following the murder of Mr 
Kullar is responsible for the fall. 

Sergeant Erika Fowler, newly appointed 
ethnic affairs officer in West Glamorgan, said: 
“The fact that it was widely publicised as a 
race murder showed we do take it seriously 
and are prepared to act against attackers”. 


Snaresbrook 

A gang of white youths in a BMW car 
attacked an Asian motorist and his three 
young children. 

The man was driving towards South 
Woodford when he noticed the BMW driving 
dangerously close. It suddenly swerved in 
front, forcing him to stop. Three youths got 
out of the car, shouting racist abuse. One of 
the thugs jumped on the bonnet and kicked at 
the windscreen, cracking it. They then got 
back in their car and drove off. 

The victim, and the three young children, 
aged four, seven and 10, were unhurt, but 
badly shaken. 


Leicester 

The number of recorded racial incidents in 
Leicester has fallen by almost a half since 
1993. Last year 72 incidents were reported. 
Over two thirds of those who filled in a 
police questionnaire said they were satisfied 
with the police response. 

Sital Singh Gill, of the Indian Workers 
Association, said that many attacks were not 
reported. “Most people say reporting 
incidents is a waste of time because police 
can’t do anything because they can’t get the 
evidence they need,” he added. 


Dundee 

Police in Dundee have claimed a major 
success with a big drop in the number of 
recorded racial incidents. 

Overall there was a drop of 16 per cent, but 
in the area with the biggest concentration of 
ethnic minorities — Hilltown, Maryfield and 
Stobswell — incidents fell by over a third. 

Tayside Police had set a target for the area 
of a reduction of racial incidents by 10 per 
cent. Chief Superintendent Bob Sutherland 
said the success was due to an increased 
police profile and the efforts of liaison 
officers in taking the anti-racism message to 
the region’s schools. 

“We won’t rest on our laurels, though, and 
will be looking to use the greater levels of 
success to further bring down such 
incidents”, he added. 

When two men shouted racial abuse at a 
player in a soccer match they were arrested 
and later received heavy fines. There were no 
similar incidents for the rest of the year. 

One cause for concern was an increase in 
the number of racist assaults in the Hilltown, 
Marysfield and Stobswell area. Four of the 
nine recorded offences were committed by 
three people who have carried out other racist 
attacks in the past. 

Another positive move in Dundee is a plan 
by the Tayside Racial Equality Council to issue 
panic alarms to vulnerable people in ethnic 
minority groups. However, the scheme was 
denounced by Bill Walker, Tory MP for North 
Tayside, as “political correctness going mad”. 

Elsewhere in Scotland, a plan to protect 
black and Asian homeowners and tenants has 
been launched. 

The plan is sponsored by the Commission 
for Racial Equality and backed by the 
Scottish Office, Scottish Homes, and the 
Scottish Federation of Housing Associations. 
Those found guilty of racial harassment or 
abuse will face imprisonment, fines and 
possible eviction from their homes. 

The scheme was also backed by the Crown 
Office and a spokesperson said that training 
had been improved. At present harassment 
cases can often take up to six months to come 
to court, leaving the victims exposed to abuse. 

In the past, prosecutors have not made sure 
that the racial element was highlighted in 
cases, or that the police were informed of 
persistent offenders. 

In one case, Judith, a woman of mixed 
race, faced sustained racial harassment from 
her neighbours. Her hair was pulled and she 
was kicked in the face. Racist songs were 
sung outside her front door and dog faeces 
were left on her doorstep. 

She said: “For months these people left shit 
on my doorstep, spat on me, verbally abused 
my children, vandalised our car, left racist 
graffiti daubed over our walls. and door and 
physically assaulted me”. In spite of this, the

attackers managed to “plea bargain” their 
way out of the racism charges and only 
received small fines. 


Teesside 

Racial attacks recorded by the police on 
Teesside increased by more than 50 per cent 
last year, with 107 recorded attacks compared 
to 69 in 1994, 

Inspector Ashley Blackett, of Cleveland 
Police, said the high detection rate of 50 per 
cent “showed the ethnic communities’ 
confidence in the police”. 

Mehdi Husaini, chair of Cleveland Racial 
Equality Council, criticised the police and said 
that only one in 10 attacks were reported. He 
added: “We fully support the police’s attempt 
to improve relations but are disappointed there 
has been very, very little progress”. 

He said that there were continuing reports 
of police making racist remarks and of black 
people who reported crime being treated 
badly. The Cleveland force has only 21 black 
employees out of 2,100 staff. 


Newcastle 
The West End of Newcastle suffered an 
epidemic of racist attacks in 1995. In the last 
nine months of the year there were 154 
separate attacks. Many more attacks go 
unreported. 

A report by David Cobb, director of the 
council’s community and leisure services 


department, has revealed that a third of the 
attacks are on students. These included one 
particularly serious attack on a Turkish 
student. 

Other incidents have included stone 
throwing, windows being smashed, physical 
assaults, vandalism of cars, and excrement 
and burning rubbish pushed through 
letterboxes. 


West Midlands 


A physically disabled pensioner, who was 
racially abused and harassed by a gang of 
youths, marched a boy across a field with an 
imitation firearm. 

His patience had broken after youths had 
banged on his windows with sticks. On an 
earlier occasion his home had been vandalised. 

Mr Austin Thompson, 75, was the only 
black person on an estate in Redditch. He has 
since moved to Walsall, where people in the 
local community have made him welcome. 

Mr Thompson said he had the imitation 
pistol because he was a Country and Western 
fan. He was put on probation for two years 
and ordered to pay £40 costs for possessing 
an imitation firearm with intent to cause fear 
or violence and affray. 

The judge said he had seen a letter from a 
number of boys apologising to Mr 
Thompson. He said: “It is clear you were 
subjected for a long time to acts of vandalism 
and racial abuse”.

@BLACK DOLL STORM 
A Church of England vicar and a Tory 
MP have reacted with outrage over a 
suggestion that a black doll be provided 
for a children’s playgroup. 

The children’s after-school club, in 
Lydbrook, in the Forest of Dean, was 
visited in a routine social services 
inspection last year. 

Noting that the toys, which were 
yellow faced Lego characters, did not 
represent black children, the inspectors 
suggested that some black dolls should 
be obtained. 

A spokesperson for Gloucestershire 
County Council said that although this 


particular play group was all white, 
children in rural areas should be given 
the chance to learn about multi-cultural 
society. 

The Rev Michael Foster accused the 


council of “dabbling with social 
engineering. There was no insistence that 
we use white Lego characters, only black 
ones. How nitpicking are we going to 
get?” he said. 

He insisted that the children’s books 
did reflect a multi-cultural society. = 

Douglas French, Tory MP for 
Gloucester, said: “It is very harmful to 
take political correctness to such a daft 
length. We should use a little bit more 
common sense.”

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Police killed refugee 


Shiji Lapite, 34, a Nigerian political 
refugee, was unlawfully killed while in 
police custody, an inquest jury has 
ruled. 


Police arrested Mr Lapite for “acting 
suspiciously” in Clapton, east London, on 16 
December 1994. The two plain clothes officers 
claim they saw Mr Lapite drop two rocks of 
crack cocaine. The officers said that Mr Lapite 
then became violent and tried to escape. 

According to PC Paul Wright, 28, Mr 
Lapite was “one of the strongest and most 
violent males I have ever come across”. PC 
Wright claimed that Lapite had tried to 
strangle him, although a Home Office 
pathologist said that “serious doubt must be 
thrown on the allegation”, because of the lack 
of marks around the officer’s neck. 

PC Andrew McMallum admitted kicking 


Mr Lapite in the head “as hard as I could”. 
Shiji Lapite was placed in a neck lock and 
died from asphyxiation. 

A witness, Mr Robert Howes, said he heard 
“a terrible screaming like someone was being 
hurt’, before seeing Mr Lapite carried into a 
police van by “four to six” policemen. 

Mr Howes, who could see the incident 
from his flat, said: “The man was not 
struggling at all. It was as if he was laying on 
a board.” 

One of the other officers, PC Baron, said he 
thought Mr Lapite was “pretending not to be 
conscious”. Another officer, PC Ridley, was 
accused of lying to protect his fellow officers, 
after his testimony contradicted an earlier 
statement that Mr Lapite had responded to 
conversation. 

The coroner, Dr Stephen Chan, poured 
scorn on the police version of events. A 


Racism in the army 


A black soldier has claimed that he 
suffered six years of abuse from both 
officers and men. Scott Enion, 24, who 
fought in the Gulf War, said that he 
was driven close to suicide. 


Mr Enion, from Manchester, is claiming 
victimisation against the Royal Regiment of 
Fusiliers. An industrial tribunal, at Croydon, 
south London, is deciding whether it has 
jurisdiction to hear the case. 

Trooper Mark Campbell, 28, who served 
with the Life Guards, is to leave the army 
after less than a year’s service. He is being 
given a medical discharge because of a skin 


complaint caused by the ceremonial helmet. 

He had made complaints of serious racial 
abuse (see Searchlight, February 1996) but an 
army investigation failed to find any 
evidence. 

Mr Campbell was the first black solder to 
join the Life Guards, and his departure is a 
serious blow to attempts to attract more black 
people into the armed forces. 

In a long overdue move, the Army is to 
implement an equal opportunities policy. The 
Equal Opportunities Directive lays out the 
current legal position and _ states that 
discrimination or harassment in any form will 
not be tolerated. 


pathologist found 45 separate injuries on Mr 
Lapite’s body, including bite marks. 

Dr Chan told PC Wright: “You had just a 
graze to your elbow. There appears to be a great 
disparity of injuries to say the least between 
you and the deceased.” He called on police to 
speed up warnings to officers on the dangers of 
using neck holds to restrain suspects. 

Olamide Susan Jones, Mr Lapite’s widow, 
said she was relieved that their two children 
would learn that their father was killed 
unlawfully. She added: “I hope that the CPS 
will prosecute these two police officers”. 

The Crown Prosecution Service, which 
previously ruled out prosecution on the 
grounds of insufficient evidence, said that any 
further evidence would be considered. 

Deborah Coles, co-director of Inquest, said: 
“Justice will only be done when these officers 
face criminal charges for manslaughter”. 


Selected officers will be trained as equal 
opportunity advisers and soldiers will be 
warned of the types of behaviour and 
language that constitute harassment and 
discrimination. 

All service personnel will be informed of 
how to complain if they are discriminated 
against. 

As an example of racial harassment it gives 
the use of nicknames such as “Sooty” and 
“Chalky” for black soldiers. 

A Defence Ministry spokesman said the 
directive, which will be issued to the Royal 
Navy and the RAF as well as the Army, 
showed that the Army was a good employer. 


Oxford gang convicted 


Five youths ran through an Oxford school, waving Union Jacks 
and shouting racist abuse. Carrying iron bars and sticks, they 
attacked a black pupil and teacher. 

The attack took place at Cherwell school, last May. Luke Lister, 
a pupil, was headbutted by David Thomas, one of the gang 
leaders. Dominic Tilley, a maths teacher, tried to intervene but 
was knocked to the ground. Other youths kicked and punched 
them and hit them with sticks as they lay on the ground. 

Mr Tilley said he recognised one of the youths, Mark Strong, 
because he used to teach him. He estimated that he was struck 
more than 20 times during the assault. 

The Crown Prosecution Service decided not to press assault 
charges against Thomas. This was apparently because Thomas 
had admitted a series of unrelated offences. Whatever the reason it 
clearly sent the wrong message to the fascists, for there have been 
a number of violent racist attacks since the rampage through the 
school. 

Thomas, 18, pleaded guilty to affray. Ronald Denton admitted 
assaulting Luke Lister. Mark Strong, 18, admitted affray and was 
found guilty at Oxford Crown Court of assault causing actual 
bodily harm. Sentence was deferred. 

There has been a series of racist attacks in Oxford over recent 
months. At the end of last year, Combat 18 slogans appeared on 
the Asian Cultural Centre. An Asian shop, the Bombay 
Emporium, was firebombed in January and a Russian student was 
attacked. 
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If you’re black... 


A Yorkshire textile company has been 
ordered to pay £32,000 compensation 
to a former worker. 

Mr Sebastian Francique, 60, was sacked on 
a pretext after 28 years’ loyal service to the 
firm. His frequent complaints of racial 
discrimination had been ignored by officials 
at the Colne Valley Spinning Company of 
Huddersfield. 

Mr Francique said: “They treated me badly. 
The new managers made my life a misery and 
when they sacked me they thought I wouldn’t 
get anywhere with the case. But I knew I 
would beat them.” 

A Leeds industrial tribunal found that the 
company was guilty of race discrimination, 
unfair dismissal and breach of contract. 

The chair of the tribunal said: “Mr 
Francique was summarily dismissed for a 
false reason. He complained at the time of 
racial discrimination and no one listened to 
his complaint. 

“A man of that age and of that length of 
service with the same company has a 
good deal of pride to be hurt, in addition 
to a feeling of total rejection and loss 


of his life’s work, and his working life.” 

Mr Francique was supported by the 
Northern Complainant Aid Fund, a voluntary 
organisation based in Bradford. 

Courtney Hay, who represented Mr 
Francique at the tribunal, said: “Mr Francique 
is the latest in a long line of textile workers in 
West Yorkshire to be subjected to race 
discrimination”’. 

In Southampton a man left his £400-a- 
week job with British American Tobacco 
after claiming racial discrimination. The man, 
who does not want to be named, said that 
fellow workers verbally abused him, 
threatened to kill him, tried to run him over in 
fork lift trucks and damaged his car. 

After complaining to his bosses, he was 
moved to a different part of the Millbrook 
factory, under constant supervision. He 
eventually walked out under the pressure. 

BAT said an internal investigation had 
found no conclusive evidence of 
discrimination and harassment. 

The complaints are currently being 
investigated by Southampton’s Council for 
Racial Equality.

Police 
admit ‘sus’ 
law bias 


Police in London have admitted that 
black people are much more likely to 
be stopped and searched on suspicion 
of committing a crime. The vast 
majority are innocent citizens going 
about their lawful business. 


Commander Mike Briggs, who is heading a 
Scotland Yard inquiry, said: “There is no 
doubt that black people are disproportionately 
stopped. A hit rate of one arrest for every 
nine stops is not good enough. It can be 
counter-productive, especially if you get 
people being stopped on a number of 
occasions.” 

Many stop and searches are not even 
recorded by the police. There is concern that 
the situation is becoming as bad as under the 
old “sus” law, abolished in 1981, which was 
widely misused. 

The police are meant to have grounds of 
“reasonable suspicion” before using their stop 
and search powers. In reality some officers 
have been randomly targeting young black 
men. 

Discussions have taken place between 
Scotland Yard, the Commission for Racial 
Equality and the National Association for the 
Care and Resettlement of Offenders. One 
suggestion from NACRO is that officers 
should fill in a form giving the reasons for a 
stop and search. A copy would then be given 
to the suspect. 


Detective Constable Peter Franklin is a 
black career police officer in the 
Metropolitan Police Service. Years of 
racial discrimination against him came 
to a head when he saw that his 
internal service appraisal was unfair. 
Franklin tried to resolve this by using 
the internal anti-discrimination 
procedures that senior officers are 
always insisting are working well. 
They let him down and so he sued Sir 
Paul Condon, the Commissioner of 
Police. The police agreed to make a 
substantial payment of compensation 
to him and issue an agreed statement, 
reproduced on the left. 

The statement expresses’ the 
Commissioner's hope that despite the 
dispute DC Franklin would have a long 
and successful career in the 
Metropolitan Police Service. 
Searchlight hopes that DC Franklin's 
experience after this action will be 
somewhat better than that of Sandra 
Locker, a Turkish officer, who took 
action over discrimination in the 
service, won her case, went back to 
work and has recently been driven to 
resign by ongoing antagonism and 
racism towards her. 
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he development of the Internet has 
afforded big new opportunities for the 
extreme right to spread its propaganda 

in a relatively unchecked fashion. 

For readers unfamiliar with the Internet, let 
us first explain briefly some key terms. The 
Internet is really a series of computer net- 
works, all interlinked and uncontrolled by the 
authorities. Anyone with a computer, a 
modem and a reasonable amount of technical 
know-how can plug themselves into this vast 
store of information. 

Of interest to extreme rightists is a series of 
“sites” that perform different functions. The 
Usenet hosts an enormous array of “news- 
groups”, where people with a shared interest 
can debate, discuss and chat. There are bul- 
letin boards (BBSs), where an organisation 
can “post” information that can be read by 
subscribers or browsers, and there is the 
World Wide Web (WWW), popularly 
known as the Web, which is best described as 
like an encyclopaedia of interconnected 
pages. 

Anyone who has full Internet access can 
also have something called a “homepage” on 
the Web, which describes the user and 
provides information about them. Selecting 
key words on a particular page will lead the 
reader to further pages, either by the same 
author or produced by others with a connect- 
ed interest. 

The extreme right has begun to make good 
use of the Internet’s possibilities within the 
past few years. The Internet itself has expand- 
ed massively since the beginning of the 
1990s. At the same time, the price of comput- 
er hardware has dropped dramatically and 
excellent software has been developed to 
enable “Netsurfers” to make the most of the 
opportunities that cyberspace has to offer. 

Early attempts by the extreme right to place 
publicly available information on computer 
systems were rather crude, compared with 
what is possible today. Nazi and white 
supremacist organisations in the USA set up 
bulletin boards on home computers, into 
which interested people could dial. Later 
some European extreme-right groups made 
use of the same technology, although the 
number of BBSs in Europe has been far lower 
than in the USA. : 

These BBSs were not linked to the Internet. 
To have access one needed the telephone 
number to which the BBS was linked. To 
obtain that usually meant finding it in an 
extreme-right publication. Therefore access 
was generally limited to those “in the know” 
and wider distribution of propaganda and 
information was somewhat limited. 

However, such bulletin boards were still 
useful to the nazis as they enabled fascist 
organisations to post information to far-flung 
sympathisers, important in the USA, given 
the size of the country, and helped to provide 
a feeling of cohesiveness and camaraderie. 
BBSs also offered the opportunity to make 
available information of a sensitive nature, 
such as plans for illegal demonstrations. 

But ultimately the BBS was limited, 
because public access to it was restricted. 
When the Internet became more open to the 
general public, the BBS went out of fashion 
in America and few exist there today. Most 
extreme rightists have turned their attention 
to the Internet instead. However, in Europe 
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Hate on the 
Internet

the BBS remains a common method of 
computer communication. 

In Europe BBSs have been most used in 
Germany. One of the most important nazi 
computer networks is the Thule Network, 
which has different layers of access for mem- 
bers of the movement. Only the most trusted 
and hardline nazis can gain admittance to the 
most secure sections, after passing through an 
elaborate series of identity checks and 
passwords installed on the system. Around 
1,500 activists are estimated to be using this 
network. 

The operators of the Thule Network have 
not yet been prosecuted, because the origin of 
the propaganda they distribute is hard to track 
down, let alone prove. The Thule Network 
has at least 14 linked bulletin boards, two of 
which — in Frankfurt and Kassel — were shut 
down in October 1994, with all their equip- 
ment confiscated. 

The main BBS in the Thule Network, 
Widerstand (Resistance), had charges 
dropped against it in 1994 after the authorities 
decided that instructions for making bombs 
that were circulating in it had been planted by 
leftist saboteurs. 

Anti-fascists in Germany say that the 
authorities are treating nazi computer net- 
works with undue leniency. They have point- 
ed out that it is technically possible to read 
encrypted e-mail once it has been decoded at 
its destination, and that this can be done 
through electronic eavesdropping. 

Another Thule BBS called Kraftwerk, 
which is based in the Bavarian village of 
Weissenbrunn and run by Kai Dalek, a lead- 
ing activist of the nazi Gesinnungsgemein- 
schaft der Neuen Front, has posted digitised 
photographs of anti-fascists and other “ene- 
mies” as part of the “anti-antifa” (anti anti- 
fascist) offensive seen in northern and west- 
ern Europe in recent years. Those targeted are 
codenamed “Zecken” (ticks) and the names 
of some judges and journalists have also been 
posted. Other code words include “Schéne 
Madchen”, which refers to the police. 
Kraftwerk also has links to Austrian BBSs 
which may be connected with the spate of let- 
ter bombs that have rocked Austria. since 
December 1993. 

The Thule Network has several functions, 
apart from keeping track of anti-fascists. With 
the aid of encryption programmes, including 
a modified version of the American “Pretty 
Good Privacy”, it is used to organise demon- 


strations in Germany and for arranging meet- 
ings with foreign comrades in The 
Netherlands, Denmark, Belgium and else- 
where. It is also used for distributing the pro- 
paganda of the US-based NSDAP-AO, which 
is highly illegal under Germany’s strict, but 
still inadequately enforced, anti-nazi laws. 

The NSDAP-AO, run by Gary Lauck, has 
also distributed electronic propaganda by 
other methods. Lauck, now awaiting trial in 
Hamburg, frequently distributes one of his 
magazines, Endsieg, around Europe on floppy 
disks. It has turned up in Austria, Germany, 
France and The Netherlands. Once the disks 
have arrived in Europe, the contents can be 
distributed via modem or BBS. This was cer- 
tainly the case with Endsieg, and a 1993 edi- 
tion, which offered a detailed home bomb- 
making manual, found its way to most west 
European countries within a couple of 
months. 

In Austria computer disks have been used 
to distribute antisemitic propaganda and com- 
puter games in schools. The material denies 
the existence of the Nazi gas chambers, trivi- 
alises the Holocaust and routinely contains 
crude antisemitic attacks on Austrian politi- 
cians and journalists. 

Sweden already had between 15 and 20 
active nazi BBSs by 1993, many used as a 
vehicle for antisemitic hate. Some of them are 
indirectly connected to the violent nazi 
Storm Network, which appears to have 
recruited a cell calling itself Kampgrupp 
Vast from one bulletin board. 

Much of the propaganda on the Swedish 
BBSs is Holocaust denial material. Two peo- 
ple have been chiefly responsible: “Fritz 
Goldman” and “Oskar Andersson”, as they 
call themselves. Goldman also uploads files 
to a number of public BBSs which contain an 
accurate Swedish translation of the Leuchter 
Report, denying the existence of gas cham- 
bers in Auschwitz. One public network, 
Fidonet, has also been host to antisemitic 
expression, particularly in open forum discus- 
sion groups on racism, politics and history. 

The Norwegian BBS, Nasjonal Allianse, 
was allegedly run by Arnljot Moseng, a 
leader of the youth section of the fascist 
Fedrelands Partiet (FLP). This BBS posted 
propaganda from the FLP and hosted several 
discussion forums. Moseng admitted that he 
established links with the German Thule 
Network to exchange regular reports. After 
this BBS was exposed in the Norwegian

magazine, Spearhead. 


press, Moseng panicked and closed it down. 
Another Norwegian BBS, Motstand, also 
went off line after a brief existence after two 
nazis were arrested for posting threats and 
insults against an Oslo police officer. 

In Britain, two members of the Scottish 
section of the Anti Nazi League received 
death threats by telephone after their names 
appeared on an Internet forum used by anti- 
antifa activists. On another occasion, in 1994, 
the British National Party posted a message 
from Norway onto British BBSs, announcing 
that it had banned cross-membership with the 
violent terror organisation Combat 18 (C18). 

The message defended the decision by 
claiming that C18 had been infiltrated by 
government agents in order to incite BNP 
members to commit crimes. The BNP also 
has a contact, codenamed D Man 1, on an 
American BBS called Cyberspace Minute- 
men, which acts as a major contact point for 
many on the extreme right in both the USA 
and Europe. However, British nazis have gen- 
erally been much less sophisticated and 


organised than their European counterparts. 

Bulletin board addresses are also regularly 
published by the extreme right in the form of 
contact lists. In Norway nazis recently printed 
a list of over 40 nazi BBSs in Sweden, 
Germany and the USA, listing the names, 
“sysops”, contact numbers, etc. 

The Internet worldwide already has more 
than one million registered user sites; there 
are many more than that as not all Net 
providers are registered. A Net provider is a 
company that provides e-mail facilities and 
Net access to individual subscribers and has 
the necessary computer capacity to “talk” to 
the Internet’s own computers. 

Individual access to the Internet is inexpen- 
sive, enabling many people to hook up and 
receive e-mail, explore the more than 30,000 
databases available online, join in discussions 
with people on the other side of the globe and 
even perform day to day tasks such as book- 
ing airline tickets. The possibilities are truly 
endless and the extreme right has been quick 
to exploit them.

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BNP WEB SITE 


The BNP is now on the internet with its own 
web site, called British National 

News Service. The development is a 
tremendous advance, because the internet is 
the most significant political development 
since the coming of television. Within two 


years, the Net will have a user base of over 
5 million. These people will be able to access 
BNP comment & news and read British 
Nationalist & Spearhead at the click of a 
button. Media censorship is bypassed. 
BNP News Service at:- 


The most rapid developments have taken 
place in the USA. American fascists have 
always been much faster at taking advantage 
of the new technology. One reason for this is 
that the Internet originated in the USA, as a 
means for different universities, scientists and 
researchers to share academic data, research 
and other information. 

Another reason for the USA’s lead is that 
computer hardware is comparatively cheaper 
across the Atlantic, making it harder for 
Europeans to keep up with the latest techno- 
logical developments. However, over the past 
year or so, it has become clear that European 
extreme rightists are also cashing in heavily 
on the advantages of going online. 

Most nazi activism on the Net now consists 
of postings in newsgroups or on homepages 
on the Web. Some organisations, including 
factional warfare plagued Ku Klux Klan 
groups, have also taken out subscriptions on 
commercial online services such as 
CompuServe and America Online, which 
mimic the Net by providing similar discus- 
sion groups (forums), libraries and interest 
groups. 

Commercial services are more expensive 
than a regular Net subscription, but also offer 
the chance to use e-mail facilities and partici- 
pate in cyberspace in a more controlled envi- 
ronment. Providers such as CompuServe 
already have more than four million sub- 
scribers around the world, but also make it 
more difficult for the extreme right to use the 
facilities without problems. Commercial 
providers normally require subscribers to 
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agree to a code of ethics when using the ser- 
vice. Those who violate it risk having their 
subscription terminated. All newsgroups and 
forums have a “sysop” (system operator) who 
regulates the group. The sysop will normally 
block access to anyone who breaks the rules. 

Commercial online services which have 
seen the most antisemitic and Holocaust 
denial propaganda posted on a regular basis 
are the bulletin boards GEnie (owned by 
General Electric) and Prodigy. Prodigy, 
which has around two million subscribers, 
has been the focus of hundreds of complaints 
about the racist messages that have appeared 
there. 

However, most extreme right activity takes 
place on the Net proper, where online 
behaviour is generally unchecked. This is 
what makes the Internet so attractive to all 
users and so suitable for those who use it to 
spread hate propaganda. 

Newsgroups run by extreme rightists have 
flourished in recent years. Newsgroups can 
generally be identified by their headings, 
often “alt.”, which is shorthand for “alterna- 
tive discussion”. Thus alt.revisionism is a 
newsgroup to discuss Holocaust denial, 
alt.skinheads is a general meeting place for 
skinheads and alt.politics.whitepower is a dis- 
cussion group for white supremacists. A num- 
ber of other newsgroups exist specifically for 
extreme right activists. 

A typical posting in the alt.skinheads news- 
group read: “I don’t believe Hitler gassed six 
megakikes [kike is a derogatory term for 
Jew]. And even if he did, so what?”. Another 
posting in alt.politics.whitepower stated: 
“The ‘Hoaxicaust’ is a political tool created 
by Zionists to win public sympathy for 
Israel”. 

Of course the danger is that access to these 
newsgroups is not limited to fascists. Many 
casual Netsurfers find their way into these 
groups by chance, accident or curiosity. Such 
newsgroups therefore provide excellent con- 
ditions for recruiting new members or spread- 
ing nazi propaganda to the less discerning. 
This is a particular problem where Holocaust 
deniers are concerned, as they have an envi- 
ronment in which to post their pseudo-scien- 
tific “research” where it can be read by those 
who are insufficiently equipped to recognise 
it for what it is. 

There are also “channels”, Inter Relay 
Chat, which enable participants to talk to 
each other “live” through their keyboards. 
But generally the newsgroups are used for 
posting messages and starting discussions, 
which are then read and added to later by 
other newsgroup users. A particular “thread” 
(discussion topic) can run for weeks or even 
months as people keep adding to it. 

The real interest today lies in the World 
Wide Web. Thousands of homepages are 
available online, which in turn are linked to 
others. Sophisticated software means _ that 
reading homepages is just like browsing 
through a real book. It is here that the 
extreme right has best exploited the new tech- 
nology. 

As is to be expected, the Holocaust deniers 
have made enormous use of the Web. Ernst 
Ziindel, a prominent Holocaust denier based 
in Toronto, Canada, has his own homepage, 
as does the Institute for Historical Review, 
which is widely considered to be the grand- 
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Germany’s biggest Internet provider cut off 
all access to Webcom at the end of January 
because one of Webcom’s 1,500 sites was 
maintained by Ernst Ziindel, the German- 
Canadian nazi, who uses it to post propa- 
ganda denying that the Holocaust took 
place. Denying the Holocaust is illegal in 
Germany and Deutsche Telekom took the 
action after prosecutors in Mannheim said 
they were considering bringing incitement 
charges against the company for facilitating 
the distribution of neo-nazi propaganda on 
the Internet. 

Within days of the ban students, not 
known to be nazis, at a number of universi- 
ties in the USA made copies of Ziindel’s 
web site available, on the grounds that they 
were upholding “free speech”. 

Earlier, on 29 December 1995, a German 
court ruled against the commercial online 
service CompuServe on the grounds that 
child pornography was being distributed in 
its discussion forums. 

CompuServe immediately responded by 
blocking access by all its subscribers world- 
wide to Internet discussion groups on sexual 
matters. However access was restored in 
mid February when CompuServe intro- 
duced new parental controls to enable par- 
ents to restrict their children’s access to the 
Internet. 

While these actions are to be welcomed, 
they have highlighted the difficulties of tak- 


father of organised Holocaust denial, publish- 
ing vast amounts of literature and holding 
regular conferences attended by _ key 
Holocaust revisionists such as David Irving, 
Robert Faurisson and Fred Leuchter. 

Hundreds of other Holocaust deniers have 
gone online in the USA and Canada, although 
at present it is difficult to be clear about pre- 
cisely how many of their European counter- 
parts have done so. 

Apart from revisionist material, a wide 
array of other extreme right propaganda can 
be found on the Web, ranging from the 
Canadian Milton Kleim’s National Socialist 
Primer to “White Nationalist ideology and 
tactics” and the “Aryan News Agency”. 

More topical is the profusion of pages post- 
ed by Christian Patriots and the various 
ultra right-wing Militias active in the USA, 
which received so much press attention after 
the Oklahoma terror bombing in April 1995.

ing legal action at international level on. 
matters concerning the Internet. No interna- 

tional laws exist to prevent exploitative or 

hatemongering materials being circulated in 

cyberspace and measures taken in Europe 

are almost impossible to apply in the USA, 

where many Internet providers are located. 

A growing amount of racist and fascist 
propaganda is being distributed internation- 
ally on the Internet, especially from the 
USA or by Europeans using US providers. 
For example, during the latter half of 1995 
CompuServe’s Jewish discussion group, the 
Israel Forum, was awash with complaints 
about the revisionist filth being posted by a 
handful of members in the History Forum 
elsewhere on the service. 

CompuServe has clear house rules for 
subscribers about posting material and 
sysops are under strict instructions to moni- 
tor forum postings and block material that is 
potentially against the law. This did not 
happen in this case. 

In The Netherlands a complaint has been 
made to the police about racist material cir- 
culating on the bulletin boards of one 
Internet provider, which may result in court 
action. Dutch law is specific in that offen- 
sive materials posted on the Internet in The 
Netherlands by Dutch users can be subject 
to prosecution. Dutch observers and _ anti- 
fascists internationally are awaiting the out- 
come with interest. 


At least a dozen Web sites are available to 


these groups, some of them of general inter- 
est, while others specialise in firearms, the 
Second Amendment (gun laws) and _ the 
strange conspiracy theories that never cease 
to capture the imagination of the American 
extreme right. 

One of the biggest Web sites is that of the 
Stormfront. On accessing the Stormfront 
homepage the viewer will first see red Gothic 
letters on a grey background, followed by a 
Celtic cross and the menu. Stormfront’s 
homepage is divided into several sections, 
including a German language section com- 
plete with quotes from Oswald Spengler and

electronic mailboxes on other parts of the

The Stormfront site is visually attractive 
and well produced, in common with most

@White Aryan Resistance, based in 
California and run by Tom and John 
Metzger, which tries to recruit young people, 
especially skinheads 

@Greg Raven, an employee of the anti- 
semitic Institute for Historical Review in 
California, who publishes both standard and 
bizarre Holocaust denial material. 


There are other Web sites of interest to 
racists. The Nation of Islam has at least two 
homepages. The imaginatively named 
Cyberhate is a géneral racist homepage that, 
like Stormfront, offers further access to more 
hard-core material. 

As previously stated, most Web sites are 
based in North America, although they are 
easily accessible from Europe, especially as 
telephone links normally pass through a local 
provider, keeping costs down. However, there 
is limited evidence to suggest that some 
European fascist organisations are starting 
homepages. For example, in The Netherlands 
the fascist Centrum Partij ’86 already has a 
site on the Web. 

In conclusion, it is fair to say that what 
unites the extreme right on the Internet is 
antisemitism and Holocaust denial propagan- 
da, although in some countries, such as 
Germany, it is also much used as an organisa- 
tional and training tool. It is also true that 
much of the material circulating in Europe is 
American in origin. 

The extreme right in Europe has been gen- 
erally slow to catch on to the possibilities of 
computer technology, compared to its 
American counterparts. Fascists in northern

and central European countries, such as 
Sweden, Norway, Germany and Austria, have 
been the most organised at harnessing the 
Internet for their own purposes, while the 
extreme right in southern and eastern Europe 
have no cyberspace presence. 


EC targets 


he Council of 
Ministers’ Consul- 
tative Commission 


on Racism and Xenophobia 
has now set its sights on 
cleaning up the Internet 
from the evil racist filth 
which is increasingly find- 
ing its way onto the information super-high- 
way. The propagation of racial hate, anti- 
semitism and nazism is growing and the 
young are dangerously susceptible to being 
influenced by this propaganda because it is 
dressed up in Internet technology. In a decla- 
ration on 26 January, after its meeting, the 
Consultative Commission called for: all 
Member States of the European Union to 
keep a close eye on the rigorous implementa- 
tion of their existing legislation on racism and 
xenophobia, and for Member States to coop- 
erate voluntarily in implementing any action 
needed in pursuance of this same objective 
and in acting at national as well as European 
level; and urged the European Council to 
instruct the appropriate compositions of the 
Council to examine with diligence ways of 
remedying this situation. 

The use of the Internet by racists is flour- 
ishing. At the meeting we heard about the 
leading Canadian neo-nazi, Ernst Ziindel, 
who uses space on the Internet in California 
to spread his evil views. Ziindel welcomes his 
visitors by saying “The Ziindelsite has as its 
mission the rehabilitation of the honour and 
reputation of the German nation and site chal- 
lenges the traditional version of the 
‘Holocaust’ — an Allied propaganda tool con- 
cocted during World War II — that is not based 
on historical fact but is a cleverly used ploy to 
keep the German war time generation and 
their descendants in perpetual political emo- 
tional spiritual and financial bondage.” 


racism on the Internet 


Glyn Ford, MEP, a member of the Socialist 
Group in the European Parliament and a 
leading campaigner against racism and 
fascism, reports on the actions of Europe's

Anti Semitism, on the use 
of the Internet by racists, 
with the intention of bring- 
ing forward proposals to 
place limits on the material 
that can be carried on the 
Internet. 


The same phenomenon is found in Britain. 
The latest extreme right-wing group to supply 
information on the Internet is the British 
National Party (BNP). In order to avoid 
protesters finding the source of its message, it 
has used an Internet subterfuge to announce 
its existence with no address. Details of how 
to contact the BNP have appeared on the 
Internet using a Finnish computer service to 
strip identifying codes from electronic 
messages. 

We should emphatically reject the “com- 
mon carrier defence” of the Internet service 
providers who disclaim responsibility for the 
contents of messages carried on their systems. 
The service providers say they are no more 
responsible than an airline is for drugs or 
arms smuggled on one of its planes. Let’s 
face it, if an airline were told that it was about 
to fly a consignment of drugs or arms across 
Europe, it would be a scandal if it did nothing 
whatsoever about it. It is common knowledge 
that the Internet carries racist material. It is a 
duty and responsibility of the service 
providers to stamp this out. 

The Consultative Commission has instruct- 
ed Uta Wurfel, the German representative on 
the Consultative Commission, to prepare a 
summary of possible measures that can be 
taken by Member States against the dissemi- 
nation of ideas inciting racial hatred by telem- 
atic means. In the European Parliament a 
hearing is being planned, in conjunction with 
the Inter Parliamentary Council Against 


The Consultative Commission is continu- 
ing its work on the feasibility study for a 
European Monitoring centre on Racism and 
Xenophobia ready for the European Council 
meeting this coming June. The proposal will 
be adopted in early May. An attempt is being 
made to draw the teeth of such a centre by a 
double dilution of its work. First, expansion 
of its area of concern to include the whole of 
the Council of Europe (CoE) will take its 
geographical concerns to within a dozen 
miles of Japan, now that Russia has joined the 
CoE. Secondly, making it a joint venture with 
the CoE inevitably limits its resources to 
twice what the cash strapped CoE can afford. 

In this column in December I mentioned a 
visit to Strasbourg by a team of senior black 
trade unionists from the public service union, 
Unison, and the Civil Service union, NUCPS. 
They met Padraig Flynn, the Social Affairs 
Commissioner, to talk about the problems 
black Europeans face. As a first step an 
attempt will be made to organise a European 
conference with Commission funding for rep- 
resentatives of black Europeans. 

The Communication from the Commission 
on Racism, Xenophobia and Anti Semitism 
and the proposal for 1997 to be designated as 
a Year of MHarmony, agreed by the 
Commission in December, will come before 
the Parliament shortly. It looks like they will 
receive a very positive response. After more 
than a decade this represents the first tentative 
step on what will be a long march.

Right NOW! and the Conservative Party 


onservative Central office is remaining tight-lipped over the growing 

influence of the “radical patriotic’ magazine Right NOW!. Despite 

Searchlight’s recent exposure of the background in active racist politics 
of some of the magazine’s founders, it has gone from strength to strength and 
even received the backing of several MPs. It recently announced that 
Conservative backbencher Bill Walker and Peter Robinson, deputy leader of 
the Democratic Unionist Party, are now patrons of Right NOW!. 


Walker and Robinson are no strangers to 
the extreme right of the Tory party. In 1987 
Searchlight reported that Walker had acted as 
a “parliamentary adviser” to the now defunct 
extreme-right Western Goals UK. Robinson 
has always been a Loyalist hardliner and has 
had reported contacts with at least one fascist, 
the late Holocaust denier David McCalden, in 
the past. 

Right NOW! has firmly established itself as 


the most radical and outspoken publication on — 


the Tory right, attracting support from promi- 
nent Conservative activists. The magazine 
has featured interviews with several right- 
wing Conservative and Unionist MPs, includ- 
ing Andrew Hunter, Teddy Taylor, Nick 


Budgen and Teresa Gorman. More signifi- 
cantly perhaps, it has also interviewed influ- 
ential right-wing journalists such as the Sun 
columnist Gary Bushell, Daily Telegraph edi- 
tor Charles Moore and academics such as 
Roger Scruton, Richard Lynn and David 
Marsland. 

By attracting such a disparate spectrum of 
support, Right NOW! wants to disseminate its 
far-right ideas as widely as possible within 
the Conservative Party and the wider political 
culture. The role of politicians, academics 
and journalists is central to this strategy, as it 
gives the magazine both _ intellectual 
“respectability” and the opportunity to reach 
a wide audience with its views. In many ways 


The thoughts of Right NOW! A brief synopsis 


Right NOW! is trying to emulate the success 
of the New Right propagandists of the 1980s, 
such as the Social Affairs Unit, the Centre for 
Policy Studies and the Salisbury Group, 
which had a profound impact on the policies 
of the Thatcher government. In particular, the 
mid-eighties New Right were vehemently 
opposed to liberalism, strongly authoritarian 
on social issues and hostile to anti-racism and 
the idea of multiracial Britain. 

In the latest issue of Right NOW! the editor, 
Derek Turner, interviews Roger Scruton, a 
professor of philosophy, right-wing ideologue 
and editor of The Salisbury Review. Scruton 
explains the tactics of the New Right: 

“Unfortunately the instability of the world 


Right NOW! was launched in autumn 1993 as a quarterly magazine 
to be the “voice of the patriotic and conservative Right”, and to “act 
as a bridge between different right wing groups within the party”. 
Publicly, Right NOW! stands firmly on the Conservative right: 
“putting forward pie-in-the-sky policies will get us nowhere. We are 
on the right, not over the horizon.” However, if one strips away the 
surface, one finds a more sinister plot by right-wing extremists to 
gain influence within the Conservative Party. 

Its first editor was Ralph M Harrison. He came to prominence in 
the mid 1980s as the organiser of Fair Play, a pro-white organisation 
whose guiding aims stated that “it is intolerable that native peoples 
of these islands should be treated as second class citizens in their 
country”. Through this organisation he had considerable contact with 
many of Britain’s leading racists and antisemites such as Lady Jane 
Birdwood and Joy Page. Under his editorship, Right NOW! brought 
together a motley crew of right-wing extremists, such as David 
Moon the former National Front official in Brixton, and the equally 
repugnant Revolutionary Conservative Caucus, organised by Stuart 
Millson, a former British National Party activist. 

But Right NOW! has not had to rely on external writers to illustrate 
its extremism. Here is a brief summary of its editors’ own views. 


On welfare 

“On the question of family break-up and illegitimacy, we see that, 
among US whites, the proportion of first births which are illegiti- 
mate is 7% among the brightest 25% of the population, but 42% 
among the dullest 5%. Benefits for poor, single mothers merely 
fuel the problem by allowing them to reproduce without the need 
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to get married and worry about maintaining the child. The average 
IQ of childless women and women with children born in wedlock 
is 105, that of women with illegitimate children and on long term 
welfare is 92. We are clearly subsidising women to have a lot of 
dumb children: is this a sensible policy?” 


On Tory Party unity 
“Far from damaging the party, the harder we fight our corner the 
more we are helping it. Unity will come once the Party has 
cleansed itself of the Heathite traitors currently infesting it.” 


On political correctness 
“The greatest engine for ‘politically correct’ fascism is now the 
‘Conservative’ government. Like two giant maggots, the 
Commissions for Racial Equality and Race Relations are eating 
away at our freedom to chose how we wish to live and undermin- 
ing our traditional standards and values.” 


On the BNP’s Millwall election victory 


“The success of the BNP can be explained quite straightforwardly, 
though our political leaders may not like the explanation. For the 
fault is theirs, the appalling failure of race relations policies in 
Britain is their fault ... the politicians of our main parties seem to 
be increasingly remote; unconcerned at the problems of the ‘native 
British’. Many ordinary people, rightly or wrongly — but we have 
to say it, probably rightly — believe that the imposition of the 
multi-racial society on them is a major negative factor affecting 
their lives.” 


requires that people like me influence politics 
if we can. Not control it or be in the centre of 
it or anything, but nevertheless play an active 
part in bringing people to perceive that their 
natural instincts are nothing to be ashamed of. 
I think that is what conservatives like me 
must do — make people less ashamed of the 
prejudices on which the social order 
depends.” 

Scruton and many New Right thinkers use 
this argument, that “prejudice” is natural, and 
this is often a legitimation for racism, as hos- 
tility to “outsiders” is perceived as normal 
and healthy. Scruton also argues that the 
Conservative Party is needed as the party of 
social order and national identity and believes 
that the New Right have been successful in 
disseminating their ideas: 

“The language of the Review has percolated 
downwards into public debate ... and 
it’s even the case that Tony Blair’s latest 
pronouncements are through and 
through influenced by language that has 
really been shaped originally by us.” 

What Scruton and the other New 
Right propagandists achieved in the 
eighties, Right NOW! is attempting in 
the nineties, but it has actually shifted 
the terms of political debate even further 
to the right. The latest issues of the mag- 
azine have continued the magazine’s 
obsession with the usual bugbears of the 


are innately less intelligent than whites, and 
states that they have smaller brains and are 
more likely to commit crimes. 

It comes as no surprise to learn that some 
of Lynn’s research has been financed by the 
Pioneer Fund in the USA, the brainchild of 
Dr Roger Pearson, a long-time right-wing 
extremist and founder of the nazi quasi-cul- 
tural group the Northern League. 

Following the example of the American 
New Right, Lynn uses these ideas in a social 
context. He claims that this supposed inherent 
inferiority, rather than discrimination and the 
environmental effects of poverty, is the rea- 
son why there is more unemployment and 
single parents among the black population. 
As the problems faced by the black popula- 
tion are seen as predetermined by biological 
factors, New Right thinkers have argued that 
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would survive within this handful of states.” 

Lynn also views the situation in Britain in 
similar terms, declaring that there should be 
much tighter immigration controls and that 
the “black minority with high fertility” is a 
problem. Pernicious arguments such as 
Lynn’s are presented as being only concerned 
with academic objectivity and truth, while in 
reality they give a pseudo-scientific legitima- 
cy to racism. Lynn’s arguments will no doubt 
be eagerly seized upon by the British 
National Party, which was quick to promote 
The Bell Curve, declaring that “it has world- 
wide significance”. 

It is within the Conservative Party itself 
though that Right NOW!'’s agenda on race and 
other issues will have the biggest impact. 
Recent events suggest that it may well find a 
receptive audience. Given the precariousness 
of his Commons majority, John Major 
has tried to pacify the extreme right of 
his party with a number of recent mea- 
sures. These range from proposed 
swingeing reductions in the social secu- 
rity budget and the recent governmental 
attacks on the rights of asylum-seekers 
and refugees, to an increasingly authori- 
tarian position on law and order. The 
defections of Conservative MPs Alan 
Howarth and Emma Nicholson to the 
Opposition benches made it clear that 
many on the more moderate wing of the 


Conservative right, liberalism, stricter 
law and order and outspokenly racist 
opinions. In Right NOW! these issues 
are often inextricably linked. In an arti-

party are unhappy at this “lurch to the 
right”. Emma Nicholson publicly criti- 
cised racism within the Conservative 
Party, stating that she “got the most 
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cle, supposedly on the Oklahoma bomb- 
ing, for example, Robert Henderson 
contends that the fault for the bombing 
lies not with the American extreme 
right, with which the chief suspects are 
allegedly connected, but with the defi- 
ciencies of the governing “liberal 
élites”. He then launches into a vitriolic 
attack which claims that the decline 
of society is due to its immigration 
policies: 

“How have liberals brought the West 
to this unhappy state? By granting legal 
and de facto privileges to particular 
races and cultures; by an incessant deni- 
gration through the media, education 
and politics of culture and values of 
their majority populations; by the 
remorseless promotion of multicultural- 
ism; ... the effects of the liberal élites’ 
immigration policies are indistinguishable 
from treason ... equivalent to settlement by 
conquest accompanied by an ethnic cleansing 
of the original inhabitants.” 

This alarmist and emotive racist rhetoric in 
Henderson’s article would not be out of place 


- in an overtly fascist publication, but he is not 


alone in his views. Right NOW! has recently 
expressed support for the biological theories 
of race expounded by academics such as 
Charles Murray and Richard Herrnstein, the 
authors of The Bell Curve, and Professor 
Richard Lynn, director of the Ulster Institute 
for Social Research. The Bell Curve, which 
argues that African Americans are genetically 
less intelligent than whites, has been praised 
in the pages of Right NOW’. Professor Lynn 
is interviewed in the latest issue of Right 
NOW! where he boldly states his offensive 
views on race. He argues that black people

any environmental support, such as welfare 
provision, is pointless. Lynn’s views on 
immigration into America and the demise of 
the white race appear to echo the apocalyptic 
visions of US nazis, such as the Aryan 
Nations, and he even proposes a solution sim- 
ilar to their ideal of an Aryan homeland in the 
north: 

“Theoretically all immigration into the 
United States could be stopped as from today, 
but the political problems of doing this are 
enormous. And there would still be a large 
amount of illegal immigration ... I think the 
only solution lies in the breakup of the United 
States. ... I believe [the] predominantly white 
states should declare independence and 
secede from the Union. They would then 
enforce strict border controls and provide 
minimum welfare, which would be limited to 
citizens. If this were done, white civilisation 
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incredible barracking ... for daring to go 
out and recruit Asian and _ black 
women”. In her opinion, “I spent a long 
time trying to discover a different 
Conservative Party ... that did still care 


grounds, different ethnic minorities, but 
it isn’t so.” This is hardly surprising 
when, following the nationalistic and 
xenophobic example of Michael 
Howard, Peter Lilley and Michael 
Portillo, the Tories have admitted that 
they are prepared to play the race card in 
the next election. 

Given that the right of the Conserva- 
tive Party are presently in the ascendant, 
there is potential for a magazine like 
Right NOW! to mould and direct its ide- 
ological future. Now that the Labour 
Party is trying to occupy the centre 
ground of British politics, the Conservative 
Party’s slide further to the right seems 
inevitable as they try to create the infamous 
“clear blue water” between them and the 
Opposition. This political climate has already 
allowed Right NOW! into the political main- 
stream, despite the magazine’s overt racism. 
If race and immigration are used as cam- 
paigning issues in the next general election 
campaign, then the future looks ominous for 
the whole of society and Britain’s black com- 
munities in particular. In a multiracial democ- 
racy such as Britain, it is surely shameful and 
scandalous that government MPs are associat- 
ing themselves with a magazine which 
expresses the dangerous and divisive racism 
of Right NOW!. Conservative Central Office, 
however, has so far failed to respond to 
Searchlight’s enquiries about Right NOW!. Its 
continued silence would be damning indeed.

nothing to fear from either the police or the 
anti-fascist movement north of the border. 

Blood and Honour (B&H), the nazi music 
body, has set up its own Scottish division for 
the first time, the extremist British Movement 
is making its presence felt, Combat 18 graffiti 
have been spotted in Glasgow and Edinburgh 
and the former National Front chairman 
Patrick Harrington’s Third Way is also show- 
ing particular interest in events north of 
Hadrian’s Wall. 

Of most concern for anti-fascists is these 
groups’ apparent belief that the authorities in 
Scotland, most notably the police, are not 
greatly interested in the fact that there are 
dangerous fanatics in their midst who are 
publishing racist filth, inciting violence 
against opponents and learning paramilitary 
skills. 

A recent report in the usually reliable 
Scotland on Sunday newspaper suggested that 
hardline British neo-nazis “are looking to 
Scotland for a quiet life. Several fascist 
groups are stepping up their activities north 
of the Border because they see the police here 
as a soft touch compared with surveillance by 
Special Branch officers in their traditional 
base in England.” 

If that accurately reflects the reasons for the 
sudden burst of neo-nazi activity in Scotland, 
then the implications are serious. Certainly 
some of Scotland’s eight police forces have 
been criticised in the past for not taking seri- 
ously enough threats, attacks and harassment 
against the country’s ethnic minority commu- 
nities. Perhaps with only 70,000 blacks and 
Asians in a population of over five million, 
the police feel they have more pressing priori- 
ties, especially as they will now have to 
resume monitoring Loyalist activity in 
Scotland because of the IRA’s decision to 
renew its terrorist campaign. 

Another reason, however, could be that 
with Labour committed to establishing a 
Scottish parliament if it wins the next elec- 
tion, the far right thinks it may be able to cap- 
italise on the fact that an Edinburgh assembly 
would be elected by proportional representa- 
tion. It may sound far-fetched, but it is not 
impossible to imagine a “respectable” far- 
right candidate with impeccable Loyalist cre- 
dentials seeking election in certain parts of 
Glasgow, Lanarkshire and Ayrshire. 

That man, though, is unlikely to be Steve 
Cartwright, the veteran Hitlerite who is run- 
ning B&H’s Scottish operation. When he 
stood for the British National Party in 
Clydesdale in 1992, he polled a derisory 342 
votes. He is thought to have since wisely

Last month the international nazi movement 
announced internally the death of Gerrit Et 
Wolsink, the former SS nazi who long 
regarded the assassination of Gerry Gable, 
Searchlight’s editor, as a top priority. 

Wolsink acted for several years as “securi- 
ty adviser” to the hard-core nazi British 
National Socialist Movement (BNSM), most 
of which today has been incorporated into 
the National Socialist Alliance nazi umbrella 
group. 

That Wolsink held such high status was 
largely attributable to his almost unique per- 
sonal history. Born on 19 December 1924, 
Wolsink belonged to a Dutch nazi family 
and, at the age of 16, volunteered with a fal- 
sified birth certificate to serve as a traitor in 
the army of the Nazis invaders his country. 

At first he served in the Brandenburg 
Division, a special unit of behind-enemy- 
lines terrorists and saboteurs under the com- 
mand of the Wehrmacht. But after the divi- 
sion suffered heavy casualties and was dis- 
solved, he was transferred to the notoriously 
murderous Oranienburg SS regiment led by 
Otto Skorzeny, the Nazi who rescued Benito 
Mussolini, the Italian fascist dictator, from 
captivity. 

In May 1945 Wolsink, then holding the 
rank of captain in the 34th SS division, was 
taken prisoner by Canadian troops in The 
Netherlands. Wolsink has always boasted to 
his nazi comrades that he was on a wanted 
list of war criminals on charges that carried 
the death penalty. When he was finally tried 
in 1946 he received only an eight-year sen- 
tence, and one year later was at liberty. 

The circumstances of the diminutive mur- 
derer’s early release are both curious and 
important. As _ first discovered by 
Searchlight’s colleague, Michael Schmidt, 
Wolsink was recruited to the so-called 
Gladio or “stay behind” operation set up by 
the USA as a clandestine anti-Soviet mili- 
tary structure, designed to conduct both 
defensive and offensive operations. 

It was in offensive operations that the for- 
mer SS man was active, carrying out under- 
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cover guerrilla actions on Soviet 
soil, particularly in the Ukraine 
and Belorussia, right up to the 
mid 1950s. Wolsink claimed that 
he had been given the choice: “either death 
or put your expertise at the disposal of the 
western allies”, and opted for the latter. This 
decision he made with the personal approval 
of his last SS commander, Gruppenfiihrer 
Sepp Dietrich, chief of the SS Leibstandarte 
Adolf Hitler Division and, after the war, a 
leader of the influential SS veterans’ organi- 
sation, HIAG, in Germany. 

After returning from his terrorist activities 
in the USSR, Wolsink was free to resume his 
political activities as a nazi. Again with the 
support and encouragement of former SS 
men, he helped establish a Dutch branch of 
the nazi Wiking Jugend and took part in the 
fascist Nederlandse Volks Unie, of which he 
was deputy leader until 1986. 

Within the nazi movement Wolsink was a 
revered figure who was accorded honorary 
membership of many nazi organisations and 
worked very closely with the late German 
nazi leader Michael Kiihnen, on whose 
urgent recommendation the link with the 
BNSM was forged. 

We can now reveal that the reason for this 
connection, which involved closely scrutin- 
ising all international contacts for the British 
nazis, was the growing paranoia in their 
ranks after Searchlight’s moles had dealt 
them three severe blows. The first was the 
almost terminal damage done to British 
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Movement by Ray Hill, who had risen to the 
position of deputy leader. This was rapidly 
followed by the long-term damage done to 
the elite League of St George and then, in 
the late 1980s and early 1990s, the exposure 
of the nazis’ plans for a hit squad two years 
before the nazi terror group Combat 18 came 
into existence. It was these successes that 
prompted Wolsink’s determination to “liqui- 
date” Searchlight’s editor. 

As a_ key officer of Kiihnen’s 
Gesinnungsgemeinschaft der Neuen Front 
(GdNF) and a member of the US-based 
NSDAP-AO, Wolsink also investigated and 
organised surveillance of prominent nazis on 
Kiihnen’s behalf, including, at one stage, 
Ewald Althans and Jiirgen Mosler. Althans 
was suspected of being an agent of Mossad, 
the Israeli secret service, and Mosler was the 
victim of a personal vendetta by Kiihnen. 

That the nazis for some time concealed 
Wolsink’s death, at the age of 71, on 30 
December 1995, is a tribute to his high sta- 
tus in the movement. At a time when nazi 
“wannabes” like Combat 18 play with the 
fires of terrorism, the nazis have lost one of 
the few remaining figures who could have 
taught them from first-hand experience. 
Anti-fascists can only welcome his demise.

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Police spotlight on Norway’s violent nazis 


orwegian nazis have begun 

1996 as they ended 1995: with 

violence. On 20 January a 
gang of armed nazis screaming 
‘Death! Death!” brutally attacked 
four anti-racists in the small town of 
H¢gnefoss. Two of the victims were hos- 
pitalised with severe injuries. 


In another incident a few days before the 
Hgnefoss outrage, an Oslo gymnasium, 
owned by an Afro-American and frequented 
by immigrants, was vandalised by nazis who 
sprayed slogans including “Hitler was right” 
and “White power” on the walls. Damage 
was estimated at at least £50,000. Also in 
Oslo, would-be nazi bombers left an 
unexploded incendiary bomb outside the 
offices of the the anti-racist organisation SOS 
Rasisme. 

The continuing spate of violence has been 
encouraged by the fact that for the second 
time in six months the nazis have been able to 
stage a nazi rock concert without serious 
opposition and with police protection. 

More than 120 Norwegian and Swedish 
nazis, aged mainly between 15 and 20, 
packed the tiny IL Moingen club in 
Vikersund at new year, to listen to nazi bands 
organised by the veteran nazi bonehead Ole 
Krogstad. Large numbers of CDs, nazi books, 
magazines and T-shirts were on display and 
were sold. Most of the nazis present came 
from towns in southern Norway, including 
Kongsberg, Hokksund, Drammen, Ringerike, 
Modum, T¢nsberg and Oslo. 

An increasingly disturbing aspect of the 
nazis’ mushrooming activity has been their 
ability, using lessons learned from neigh- 
bouring Sweden, to extend their influence 
and recruit among young people in the 
smaller urban centres. The latest expression 
of this trend has been the formation of a nazi 
youth organisation, the Norsk Arisk 
Ungdomsfront (Norwegian Aryan Youth 
Front) in Ringerike. 

Although it was first set up last October, 
the NAUF is not officially registered as an 
organisation but is recruiting youngsters in 
the 15 to 30 age group. The hardcore national 
socialist group has 35 activists so far, a rela- 
tively large number for a small community, 
and has announced its intention to “take over 
the streets of Ringerike”. 

Targets for NAUF hate include “commu- 
nists, homosexuals, anti-racists, anarchists 
and immigrants” and the group’s 18-year-old 
leader is proud to be labelled “vicious” 
because of his violent activities. 

Anti-fascists in Norway have reacted to this 
threat. On 27 January more than 4,000 anti- 
fascists marched in Oslo in a militant, but 
very disciplined and peaceful demonstration 
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against the wave of nazi violence. The 
demonstration followed a week of action in 
Oslo, in which anti-fascists and anti-racists 
from a broad front of organisations, including 
the Oslo Anti-Racist Centre, Anti-Fascist 
Action and SOS Rasisme, held public meet- 
ings and school seminars. 

At the same time, prompted by fears of a 
major nazi football riot, led by local nazis and 
the British terrorist Combat 18, at last 
autumn’s international match in Oslo between 
Norway and England, the Norwegian police 
are starting to take a long overdue look at the 
activities of some of the country’s leading 
nazi wire-pullers. 

In particular, the would-be “fiihrer” 
Michael Knutsen is reportedly under police 
investigation for distributing death lists and 
for his contacts with C18, after these contacts 
were exposed in the anti-fascist bulletin 
Monitor and the high-circulation daily 
Arbeiderbladet. No doubt Knudsen, who has 
never had any scruples about informing on 
his comrades to journalists, will be equally 
helpful to the police. 

The nazi thug Petter Kristian Kyvik and 
Johnny Olsen, a convicted nazi double mur- 
derer, have been charged with involvement in 
a number of earlier violent incidents and 
attacks on anti-racists, including an axe 
assault on an anti-racist in November last 
year. 

Kyvik and Olsen both have a long pedigree

of nazi activism and serious violence. Olsen 
was one of the leaders of the terrorist 
Norwegian-German Army in the early 1980s 
and spent over a decade in prison for his part 
in two killings. Kyvik has been on the nazi 
scene since the late 1970s and was a member 
of the nazi gang that tried to bomb the May 
Day trade union and labour movement 
demonstration in Oslo in 1979. At the time of 
writing, Kyvik was in police custody but 
Olsen had gone into hiding. 

The heat has also been turned on the nazis 
because of their clumsy efforts to infiltrate 
the youth section of the right-wing populist 
Progress Party. According to the press, 
around 20 nazis have been uncovered in the 
organisation’s Oslo branch. Several are 
known to belong to the Viking group and at 
least one has been publicly involved with the 
so-called Anti-Antifa, which distributes death 
lists of opponents. 

The most prominent “‘infiltrator”, however, 
is the gun-toting so-called “test tube nazi”, 
Eirik Solheim, who, in February, announced 
his resignation from the Progress Party’s 
youth organisation to preempt his imminent 
expulsion. 

A nazi who has already been expelled and 
who belongs to an organisation that he calls 
“Nationalistic Youth 88” really helped the 
cause of his friends when, taking part in a 
radio debate, he blurted out his real agenda by 
boasting that he wants “to kill all immigrants” 
and doubting that “six million Jews were 
gassed to death during the Second World 
War’. 

The police investigation of Knutsen and 
Solheim’s infiltration flop indicate yet again 
the near-total incompetence of Norway’s nazi 
leaders. Internationally, too, the time of deci- 
sion is rapidly approaching for Knutsen, who 
has tried to ride two horses at once with his 
venture into the profitable world of nazi hate 
rock. 

On the one hand, he has attempted to use 
Paul Burnley, former leader of the nazi band 
No Remorse, for his concerts. On the other, 
he has tried to cultivate close relations with 
the thugs of C18, who are Burnley’s sworn 
enemies and who have publicly threatened, in 
their publication The Order, to do the bone- 
head singer serious physical harm. 

Burnley’s very loyal backers around the 
magazines Resistance in the USA and 
Nordland in Sweden are known to object to 
these threats from what they describe as the 
“English hooligan mob”. Soon the ever-so- 
smart Knutsen might find himself between a 
rock and a very hard place, especially in con- 
nection with the money that he rakes off for 
himself from his mail-order businesses.

Nazi robber launches Swedish National Alliance 


Five years after Klas Lund, John Christopher 
Rangne and a score of other born-again 
Aryans formed the White Aryan Resistance 
(VAM) and went out to launch the Racial 
Holy War, nazi militants in Sweden have 
undergone a major strategic and tactical 
respray. 

VAM went about its business by raiding 
banks in search of ready cash, and police sta- 
tions and military depots in search of 
weapons. As a result, several top ranking 
VAM soldiers ended up exactly where they 
belong: in prison. 

Among the VAM activists convicted in 
1991 and 1992 were the nazi killer Klas Lund 
(armed robbery), Leif Larsson, founder of the 
Reich Front (assault), Rangne (robbery and 
preparing an armed robbery), Markus Ohlin 
(arms theft), Conny Rosén (arms theft and 
burglary), Andreas Bedecs (attempted bur- 
glary in a military arms depot, preparing an 
armed robbery and kidnapping), Jonas Ledin 
(preparing an armed robbery) and Patrick 
Huisman (preparing an armed robbery). Not 
sentenced but always lurking somewhere 
behind the VAM curtains were militant ideol- 
ogists such as Peter Rindel/Melander, Goran 
Gustafsson and the “Reverend” Tommy 
Rydén, leader of the Church of the Creator. 

As the ranks of VAM were being shunted 
into prison, nazi militants began having sec- 
ond thoughts about the strategy of guerrilla 
warfare. By 1993 VAM was going out of 
fashion, with nazi militants still at large rapid- 
ly abandoning the military struggle in favour 
of exploiting the more lucrative “ideological 
and cultural” road to white revolution. 

Their latest creation, the full colour, glossy 
and highly professional Nordland magazine, 
which focuses on nazi skinhead music, has 
become one of the largest music magazines in 
Sweden, and Sweden has become one of the 
world’s leading producers of nazi hate rock. 
The Swedish hate rock scene is booming, 
generating both money and a seemingly inex- 
haustible supply of “babyskins” ripe for 
recruitment into the rank and file of a new 
nazi organisation. The only things lacking to 
date have been a sound leadership and the 
organisation itself. 

By the end of 1995, however, many of the 
old VAM leaders were being released from 
prison. Lund hit the streets in August, Ledin 
in September and Rangne in late October. 

While in prison, Rangne carefully nursed 
his image as the “strongman” of the nazi 
scene. Nazi militants in Sweden awaited his 
release like the second coming of the 
Messiah, and several organisations, including 
the Reich Front, actually offered him leader- 
ship positions. Rangne, however, had made 
his own plans and wasted no time before 
engaging in renewed political activity. By 
November last year the word was out that he 
intended to form a new “unifying nationalist 
front” under the name National Alliance 
(NA), a name copied from the US nazi organ- 
isation led by William Pierce, author of the 
Turner Diaries. 

Since his release from prison, Rangne has 
carefully built support for his new organisa- 
tion, touching base with a number of nazi 
groups and leaders. He has appeared as a 


guest speaker at skinhead gigs and at a fascist 
Homeland Party conference at Ekeré, outside 
Stockholm. 

On 27 January he attracted 120 nazis, a 
majority of them skinheads, to a secret “inter- 
nal” meeting in Arsta, south of Stockholm, to 
launch the NA formally. The choreography of 
the meeting left a bit to be desired. Playing 
Richard Wagner’s Ride of the Valkyries was 
perhaps appropriate but somewhat demanding 
of the rather primitive audience, because it set 
the assembled boneheads giggling. But 
Rangne quickly recaptured their attention 
when he went on stage to speak. 

According to Rangne, the NA will be a 
“revolutionary, non-parliamentary organisa- 
tion” spearheading the struggle against the 
“multicultural society” as well as against 
“bolshevism, capitalism and imperialism”. He 
abandoned overt violence — at least the sort of 
naked terrorism propagated by VAM — and 
noted that killings such as the brutal torture 
and murder of 14-year-old John Hron, carried 
out by four nazi skinheads in Gothenburg last 
year, only “play into the arms of the enemy”. 
He welcomed members to the NA from all 
other nazi organisations in Sweden, proposing 
that old personal insults should be forgiven 
and past quarrels buried. 

The core of the NA is nothing but the core 
of the old VAM organisation. It is an attempt 
finally to weld together the various elements 
of militant nazism which have appeared and 
grown in Sweden since the mid 1980s. 
Whether Rangne will be successful remains 
to be seen. He will undoubtedly receive the 
backing of several nazi groups with a large 
skinhead composition, some of which have 
already pledged their support. But equally 
undoubtedly, he will also meet a certain 
amount of resistance among the self-impor-

tant leaders of several groups formed in 
recent years. 

The timing is working in Rangne’s favour: 
the suit and tie racists of the Sweden 
Democrats are breaking apart in bitter inter- 
nal conflict and the traditional Nordic Reich 
Party is little more than a paper organisation. 
Nazi militants are increasingly irritated by the 
lack of a “serious nationalist organisation”. It 
is still unclear how the Reich Front will react 
to the formation of the NA. If it decides to 
lend support to Rangne, he may well develop 
into a considerable nuisance. 

Least interested in Rangne’s fiihrership are 
parts of the Gothenburg NS led by Donald 
Hansson, who remains polite but secretly dis- 
misses Rangne as a “another clown from 
Stockholm”. Relations between the two were 
frosty at another secret meeting in 
Gothenburg on 12 December, where Rangne 
explained his vision of the NA and leading 
Gothenburg nazis were accused of being “in 
the service of the Jews and the police”. 

The success or failure of Rangne’s party- 
building project will eventually be deter- 
mined by the way the international nazi 
movement turns. For several years Hansson 
has quietly but busily cemented links with 
Danish, German and British nazis. Now, how- 
ever, Hansson seems to have an even bigger 
headache than the one thoughtfully provided 
for him by Danish anti-fascists last summer. 
His mistake, it appears, was to embrace too 
closely the British nazi terrorist group, 
Combat 18. 

The German nazis — increasingly influential 
in Sweden — appear to have little patience 
with, or respect for, C18. C18’s Scandinavian 
legman, Jonni Hansen, leader of the Danish 
DNSB, has joined the editorial board of 
Nordland, which regards C18 as “a hooligan 
mob”. 

Hansson may ride out the storm gathering 
around him but much will depend on the atti- 
tude taken by leading Germans such as 
Christian Worch. With the direct involvement 
of the German NSDAP-AO in Nordland 
through Hansen, Hansson’s prospects look 
rather bleak.

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Nazi symbols at 
Sweden’s biggest 
white power gig 


Sweden’s biggest-ever nazi white power rock 
concert was staged in the town of Norrk6ping 
on 3 February. More than 800 boneheads and 
nazis took part, overwhelmingly from 
Sweden but also from Denmark, Finland, 
Norway, France, Belgium, The Netherlands, 
Germany, the USA and Britain. 

The gig, at which nazi flags and swastika 
symbols were openly displayed, was held at 
the Albrektshalle, a community-owned build- 
ing, at which fire regulations stipulate a maxi- 
mum of 240 people. 

Ignoring these safety restrictions, the police 
allowed the assembled mob of boneheads, 
many of whom were drunk, to listen to lead- 
ing nazi bands, including Brutal Attack from 
Britain and Vit Aggression and Heysel from 
Sweden. 

Security surrounding the event was very 
tight, with many of the boneheads arriving in 
a large convoy of buses, minibuses and pri- 
vate cars from a re-direction point in nearby 
Link6éping in the late afternoon. The main 
organisers were the glossy nazi rock maga- 
zine Nordland and the local national socialist 
group in Link6ping, with the bonehead thug 
Torulf Magnusson, former official leader of 
the Reich Front, very prominent among the 
mob of shaven-headed louts. 

Throughout the concert, the sieg-heiling 
crowd heard speeches and were given propa- 
ganda material of the newly formed National 
Alliance, the nazis’ extra-parliamentary 
underground umbrella organisation, and the 
Hembygsdspartiet (Homeland Party). Led by 
the convicted criminal John Christopher 
Rangne, the Homeland Party is the electoral 
front party created by Sweden’s most extreme 
nazis and former White Aryan Resistance 
activists. 

An Asian journalist was beaten up during 
the evening and other reporters were system- 
atically hounded and harassed by the nazis 
while police stood by. Though the police later 
made a number of arrests, including one 
German, two Swedes and seven Norwegians 
for drunken behaviour, a Norwegian for car- 
rying a teargas canister and two Swedes for 
giving Hitler salutes, the passive behaviour of 
the police in the face of this violent nazi mob 
sparked off a storm of public criticism from 
politicians and the media alike. 

Despite this, Jan-Ake Petersson, the local 
police chief, smugly declared himself “fully 
satisfied” with the police conduct and 
claimed that there had been no grounds for 
him to close down the event. He also lamely 
complained that it had been too dark for the 
police to identify lawbreakers on the police 
video film of the concert. This was despite 
perfectly clear television film of the scene. 
But again the police chief had his answer 
ready: “The television people are better 
equipped than we are,” he whined.

April general election 


Although the right-wing caretaker govern- 
ment of premier Lamberto Dini has been 
forced to resign, an immediate solution to the 
country’s chronic and continual governmental 
problems is still not forthcoming. 

Since Dini’s resignation was announced, 
Italy has been engulfed in a new political cri- 
sis centring on whether it would be possible 
to form another interim government to carry 
out much needed constitutional reforms. 

Leading the campaign to form a political 
alliance to carry out these reforms was the 
centre-left Democratic Party of the Left 
(PDS), with the support of some of the small- 
er centrist parties. 

Gianfranco Fini, leader of the fascist 
Alleanza Nazionale, continued his demands 
for immediate national elections and firmly 
opposed the PDS’s proposed reforms. With 
public support riding high — in early January 
the AN was leading the opinion polls with 24 
per cent — Fini believes that his best chance to 
play the leading role in a future fascist gov- 
ernment is with the present voting system, 
one that reinforces the instability within the 
system and gives opportunities to charismatic 
individuals. 

Fini fears that any constitutional reform, 
such as an adaptation of the French two round 
voting system or a first-past-the-post British 
electoral system, could eventually pave the 
way for the return of a Christian Democrat- 
type party, as some non-fascist right-wing 
politicians are advocating, or provide the 
opportunity for a democratic electoral front to 
gather forces against his AN fascists. 

However, Fini’s resistance to any kind of 
pre-election reforms is causing tensions with-

in the ranks of the fascist leadership. Not 
everyone in the AN agrees with his position. 
One person publicly in favour of a reform 
deal is Domenico Fisichella, former Heritage 
Minister in Silvio Berlusconi’s short-lived 
fascist government. Fisichella, who is a 
monarchist and advocate of the ideas of 
Italian nazi theorist Julius Evola, was for a 
time Fini’s key ideologist and helped the 
Mussolini-style fascist MSI reinvent itself as 
the AN. 

Fisichella was Fini’s representative to the 
cross-party group looking at potential 
changes to the constitution in recent talks 
about electoral and constitutional reforms. He 
agreed to a reform deal, only to be told by 
Fini that the AN was against any agreement. 
Fisichella temporarily left the AN in protest. 

A public row also erupted between the erst- 
while allies Fini and Berlusconi, with 
Berlusconi seeking a constitutional deal. 
Berlusconi, who has just begun the first of 
several corruption trials in Milan and contin- 
ues to be haunted by his huge and rising busi- 
ness debts, is scared that an early election will 
not only see his Forza Italia party lose seats, 
but also put his own position as head of the 
fascist electoral bloc in jeopardy. 

The Berlusconi-Fini row marked the end of 
a very bad fortnight for the hard right and for 
Fini in particular. He had been able to steadily 
increase his support over the past year by try- 
ing hard to present himself as a calm, serious 
and urbane man, in sharp contrast to the near- 
hysterical rantings and _ outbursts’ of 
Berlusconi. However, it appears that Fini 
overplayed his hand this time, because public 
opinion now firmly backs constitutional 
reform. 

The AN’s poll ratings have slipped five 
points, a leading figure left his party, and 
even the section of the Christian Democrats 
who belong to the fascist electoral bloc 
threatened to walk out and put together a pro- 
reform package deal without Fini and the AN. 

Recognition of his tactical errors made Fini 
backtrack and reluctantly agree to hold dis- 
cussions on constitutional changes. Afraid of 
being outflanked and isolated, Fini recog- 
nised that the AN would never be able to 
form a government alone. 

As a result of Fini’s belated decision to join 
talks, Fisichella returned to the party. While 
the AN has slipped in the polls, Fini’s person- 
al standing remains high as there is consider- 
able apathy among the population about the 
present crisis, which is seen as only a new 
episode in Italy’s seemingly endless political 
turmoil. 

In order to avoid another election using the 
old electoral system, President Scalfaro asked 
the colourless Antonio Maccanico to try to 
form a new government of non-elected tech- 
nocrats, like that of Dini before him. 
However the disagreement between the AN 
and the PDS over electoral reform meant that 
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Euro-communist joins Holocaust deniers 


The latest recruit to the red-brown alliance 
and the ranks of the Holocaust deniers has 
turned out to be a rather surprising one, at 
least for the media: the former communist 
philosopher and Euro-communist _ thinker 
Roger Garaudy. 

Garaudy, who for the three decades up to 
the beginning of the 1970s was the official 
philosopher of the Communist Party of 
France (PCF), has published a Holocaust 
denial text in the revisionist/anarchist publi- 
cation, La Vieille Taupe, which was founded 
by Pierre Guillaume, a former ultra-leftist and 
later Auschwitz liar. 

As the guardian of the PCF’s Stalinist 
orthodoxy, Garaudy was notorious for his 
fawning obedience to party leader Maurice 
Thorez, but adopted a more critical stance 
under the impact of the 1968 political 
upheavals in France after the Soviet invasion 
of Czechoslovakia in August that year. 

Expelled from the PCF in 1970, Garaudy 
stood to the left of the party for a time before 
beginning a political trajectory that took him 
successively into Catholicism and Islam. His 
plunge into antisemitism, however, dates 
from the Gulf War when, in keeping with his 
new-found Islamic fundamentalism, Garaudy 
took a stridently pro-Iraq position and began 
to collaborate closely with the national revo- 
lutionary journal Nationalisme et République. 

This publication was founded by old 
friends of the late Front National (FN) leader 
Jean-Pierre Stirbois and other members of the 
FN. Its writers include  Jean-Gilles 
Malliarakis, former leader of the nazi Third 
Way, Auschwitz liar Bernard Notin and the 


he could not succeed. There has also been a 
fallout on the left, with Romano Prodo, a 
future prime ministerial candidate, publicly 
upbraiding the PDS _ leader, Massimo 
d’Alema, for taking decisions without inter- 
party consultations. 

Recognising that an election was almost 
certain, Berlusconi on 14 February put aside 
his personal fears and finally added his voice 
to the calls for an immediate election, saying 
“At this point the word must return to 
Italians. Only a general election can repair the 
torn curtain of our democracy and give the 
country a stable government.” 

Two days later President Scalfaro dissolved 
parliament and set an election date of 21 
April. Maccanico blamed Fini and the AN for 
his failure to form a government, saying that 
they unreasonably wanted to tie the hands of 
a future government on constitutional reform.

Belgian fascist Robert Steuckers. Garaudy 
also presented his new view of the world in 
Krisis, published by Alain de Benoist, the 
New Right fascist ideologue, and targeted at 
the left and ecology movement. 

Garaudy’s piece in La Vieille Taupe is titled 
“The myths of Israeli policy” and adopts 
some of the basic lines of the hard-core 
revisionists. Thus, for him, the Nuremberg 
Military Tribunal dispensed “‘victors’ justice”, 
the diary of Anne Frank is a dubious docu- 
ment, the Holocaust in general was a myth 
and Jews did not suffer any more than any 
other people. According to Garaudy the term 
“genocide” cannot be used in connection with 
the Jews as victims, because this term is pure- 
ly Biblical and concerns the extermination of 
the Chaldeans and Philistines by the 
Hebrews. 

When Garaudy published this trash he was 
at the same time attempting to mend his 
fences with the PCF which, to its credit, pub- 
licly denounced him for his article in its daily 
paper, /’Humanité. Meanwhile Guillaume, 
delighted with his capture of a well known 
academic personality and author who is still 
regarded as a “man of the left”, has indicated 
that he hopes soon to publish a new, and pos- 
sibly extended, version of Garaudy’s article, 
which has already generated protests and 
complaints about incitement to racial hatred. 

Another well known public personality, 
Barbara Hendricks, whose name graces a col- 
lege in the FN-controlled city of Orange, has 
caused Jacques Bompard, the city’s fascist 
mayor, no end of embarrassment by declaring 
at the college’s opening ceremony that 


“Orange has regrettably welcomed intoler- 
ance as a too easy solution for its problems”. 
After her speech, a furious Bompard splut- 
tered to waiting reporters that Mme 
Hendricks had been “misinformed”. 

The FN’s “reorganisation” of culture in the 
city is proceeding by trampling underfoot 
anybody seen as a political opponent of the 
fascists’ mission of defending French culture. 
In his latest onslaught, Bompard has sacked 
two organisers at the city’s main community 
centre and cut off funding from a cultural 
centre and a community centre for 
immigrants. 

Bompard is not the only fascist wrecker on 
the loose in France. Anti-abortion activists 
have resumed their campaign and violence 
against abortion clinics. A group of anti-abor- 
tion thugs have been convicted and jailed for 
several months following a violent attack on a 
clinic in northern France. 

Another trial took place in Versailles at the 
end of January, at which the state prosecutor 
demanded a sentence of a year in jail and six 
months suspended for Xavier Dor, a leading 
anti-abortion activist who also happens to be 
an FN militant. The day after the trial, around 
200 screaming anti-abortionists, many of 
them known EN fascists and including a local 
FN councillor, blockaded a _ hospital in 
Versailles. 

The anti-abortionists were confronted by 
more than 100 anti-fascists and clashes took 
place. Anti-abortion protests are outlawed in 
Paris but the fascists have declared that they 
will mount further protests in Versailles. 


Reunited Germany: The New Danger
